WASHINGTON (AP) - A lameduck 


effort is brewing for congressmen to 
vote, themselves a pay raise of up to 
$15,900 and to boost salaries for other 
top federal officials. 


Staff proposals disclosed Tuesday by 


Rep. H. R. Gross, R-Iowa, would boost 
congressmen's present $42,500 a year 
pay to between $55,400 and $58,400 by 
1977. 


Gross said the effort is obviously 


planned during Congress' lameduck 
session, which starts next week, in what 
he called "an almost incredible, uncon- 
scionable move at this moment." 


Chairman Gale W. McGee, D-Wyo., of 


the Senate Post Office Committee con- 
firmed pay raise proposals have been 
drafted but suggested no effort will be 
made to put one through Congress un- 
less President Ford leads the drive. 


McGee said through a spokesman he 


thinks a pay raise for congressmen, fed- 
eral judges and agency supervisors is 
needed, particularly by 9,000 to 10,000 


supervisors whose pay is now frozen at 
$36,000. 


But he said in view of the Senate's re- 


jection in March of proposed pay raises, 
including a hike to $52,800 for congress- 
men, it would be useless to make an- 
other try unless Ford asks for it. 


"There's no use going through an- 


other bloodbath for nothing," said the 
McGee spokesman. "We're going to 
.iave to meet with the President and see 
if something can be worked out." 


But Gross said it would be an outrage 


for congressmen to vote themselves and 
other top officials a pay raise while Ford 
and Congress' Democratic leaders are 
declaring war on inflation. 


Another Iowa Republican, Rep. Bill 


Scherle, called the proposals a "blue- 
orint to fleece the taxpayers' pockets." 


Gross said backers of the pay raise 


are bent on getting Congress* action 
during the lameduck session in hopes of 
getting more votes and letting the old 
Congress, rather than the new one con- 


vening in January, take the blame. 


The 92 lameduck House members re- 


tiring or defeated in last week's election 
no longer have anything to. lose by vot- 
ing for a pay raise. And many returning 
congressmen might be more willing to 
vote for a pay raise at a time when their 
next reelection is a full two years away. 


Even so, staff experts on both the 


House and Senate Post Office com- 
mittees generally agree that pay raise 
proposals will go nowhere unless Ford 
and Congress' leaders agree to back one 
of them. They also agreed that chances 
for that are poor. 


A House source said staff develop- 


ment of pay raise proposals was origi- 
nally authorized by lameduck House 
Post Office Committee Chairman 
Thaddeus J. Dulski, D-N.Y. Dulski 
could not be reached for comment in his 
Buffalo, N.Y., district.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) -

Then he told the packed assembly 


hall, "Do not let the olive branch fall 
from my hand." 


Before starting his address, Arafat re- 


sponded to the cheers and applause of 
the delegates by holding his hands 
clasped over his head — a traditional 
gesture of victory. 


The Israeli delegation boycotted the 


session. 
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Depression 
unlikely, say 
economists 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Adminis- 


tration officials while admitting that the 
nation is entering a recession, say there 
is little danger of a depression. 


"We are not now in a recession, but 


new figures will probably indicate we 
are moving into a recession," Ron Nes- 
sen, President Ford's press secretary, 
said Tuesday. 
x 


He said economic statistics for No- 


vember will show a continued erosion of 
the nation's economy, which has been 
declining since the first of the year. 


But there is little danger of the reces- 


sion growing into a depression, accord- 
ing to Edgar Fiedler, an assistant secre- 
tary of the treasury for economic 
affairs. 
. "I would never rule out the absolute 
possibility of a more severe decline, but 
in my own mind, the possibility is very 
small," Fiedler said. 


He said he is hopeful the recession can 


reach its bottom by mid-1975 with an 
economic upturn after that. But he ac- 
knowledged, "I have no basis for fore- 
casting it." 


Another administration 
economist, 


Sidney L. Jones, said the nation's 
unemployment rate could rise to 7 per 
cent, without programs to help, such as 
Ford's proposed expanded public serv- 
ice employment program. 


Congress is expected to enact an ex- 


panded program. 


Nessen indicated that the worsening 


economic outlook may cause President 
Ford to change some parts of his eco- 
nomic program, including the 5 per cent 
income surtax on upper-middle and up- 
per incomes. 


"He's not wedded to the 5 per cent 


(surtax) but he is wedded to the 
principle that there must be some way 
to raise the money" to pay for such 
things as help for the unemployed, Nes- 
sen said. 


Fiedler argued there should be no ma- 


jor retreat from the fight against infla- 
tion. He said that "inflation is causing 
most of the weakness in the economy." 


In concluding that a recession was im- 


minent, the White House undoubtedly 
took the following economic statistics 
into account: 


—Unemployment has risen in the past 


year from 4.6 per cent to 6 per cent in 
October. 


—Industrial production was down 1 


per cent from a year earlier in Septem- 
ber and is expected to drop even further 
in months ahead. 


—The country's real economic 


growth, as measured by the Gross Na- 
tional Product, has declined for three 
consecutive quarters, the first time this 
has happened since the recession of 1960 
and 1961.

Arafat wore a traditional Arab head- 


dress as he stood before the 138-nation 
assembly. He gestured frequently with 
his finger during the address. 


Turning to Assembly President Ab- 


delaziz Bouteflika of Algeria, Arafat 
said, "War flames up in Palestine, and 
yet, Mr. President, it is in Palestine that 
peace will be born." 


Outside in United Nations Plaza, 


scene of a mass demonstration last week 
by Israeli supporters and foes of Ara- 
fat's Palestine Liberation Organization, 
about 200 demonstrators had gathered 
to wave placards and Israeli flags.

Arafat appealed for a "radical ap- 


proach" to the Palestinian problem and 
asked the American people to support 
the Arab cause. 


"I ask the American people whether 


the demonstrations of hostility outside 
this great hall reflect the true intent of 
American will," he said. 


"What, I ask you plainly, is the crime 


the people of Palestine have committed 
against you? Why do you fight us so?" 


Speaking in Arabic, Ararat told the 


General Assembly: "Zionist ideology 
and Israeli leadership... offer Jews per- 
petual bloodshed, endless war and con- 
tinuous thralldom." 


Arafat, who leads the over-all Palesti- 


nian guerrilla movement, invited Is- 
rael's Jews to join with the Palestinian 
Arabs "in one democratic state where 
Christian, Jew and Moslem live in jus- 
tice, equality and fraternity." 


Arafat arrived under unprecented 


security precautions here, flying by 
helicopter to U.N. headquarters after 
landing on an overnignt flight from Al- 
geria early today. 


Before Arafat began speaking, the 


New York City Fire Department said an 
anonymous caller had warned that 
bombs would explode at U.N. headquar- 
ters at 11:28 a. m. and 11:42 a.m. This 
was about the time the session was 
scheduled to start. Bomb squad units 
were dispatched and the Fire Depart- 
ment later termed the threats as un- 
founded. 


Outside U. N. headquarters on the 


East River, a small group of about 100 
demonstrators chanted, "Murderers! 
Murderers!" as limousines carrying 
Arafat's aides drew up to the United Na- 
tions entrance. Other than that the area 
was clear and under heavy police guard. 


Arafat arrived earlier at the United 


Nations by helicopter from John F. Ken- 
nedy Airport under unprecedented secu- 
rity precautions.

Consumers disagree with 
economic council priorities 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The govern- 


ment's inflation watchdog agency is di- 
recting its first major effort at super- 
markets which raise the price of goods 
already on display. But a prominent 
consumer organization is boycotting the 
effort because it says the practice costs 
shoppers less than a dime a week. 


The Council on Wage and Price Stabil- 


ity opens hearings on the practice today. 
The hearings represent to a large de- 
gree the council's ultimate weapon in 
the government's war on inflation. 


Council Director Albert Rees says the 


hearings follow widespread irritation 
among consumers who feel they are 
being gouged by layers of successively 


higher price stickers on groceries and 
other products. 


But the executive director of Con- 


sumers Union, a non-profit product test- 
ing organization, declined an invitation 
to testify. 


The official, Rhoda H. Karpatkin, said 


the issue is simply a sympton, not the 
cause, of inflation, and could cost a fam- 
ily as little as a dime a week. 


If the practice is banned, she said, the 


supermarkets will make it up else- 
where, such as by maintaining smaller 
stocks, and this would increase costs 
much more. 


As far as foods on shelves go, Ms. Kar- 


patkin said, the government should en- 


force drained weight labelling. At 
present, she said, Consumer's Union 
has found that the average one pound 
can contains about 10 ounces of food and 
the rest liquid. 


"Your failure to deal with the serious 


issues may inevitably lead to specula- 
tion over whether these hearings are 
some form of government put-on," she 
wrote to Virginia Knauer, President 
Ford's consumer adviser. Knauer and 
Rees are cochairing the hearings. 


The invitiation to testify was ac- 


cepted, however, by the Consumer Fed- 
eration of American and the National

Just before the scheduled opening of 


the U.N. General Assembly session, a 
woman with the Palestinian group told a 
reporter that 200 copies of an English 
translation of Arafat's prepared ad- 
dress had been "stolen." She did not 
elaborate. 


Arafat arrived in New York from Al- 


geria just before sunup. Surrounded by 
security men, he was escorted to the 
helicopter, which whisked him to the 
United Nations' garden. He was quickly 
hustled inside the building. 


Feeling against Arafat's PLO runs 


high among New York City's two million 
Jews. The leader of the Jewish Defense 


Yasir Arafaf 


League, a militant minority group 
among them, has been arrested on a 
charge of threatening to assassinate 
Arafat. 


An aide said that after Arafat entered 


U.N. headquarters he was reported to 
have taken a nap. 


Then just before 10 a. m., Arafat 


emerged from a door to the area of the 
assembly meeting hall and made his 
way to a room behind the podium. 


He later stopped outside and at the of- 


fice assigned to the PLO and he and 10 
or so other men kissed each other on the 
cheeks, an Arab custom. 


There were several police and Coast 


Guard launches in the East River imme- 
diately behind the 39-story glass, steel 
and stone building. 


The 16-acre U.N. complex was closed 


to the public. Outsiders could enter only 
with special passes from a temporary 
outpost across the street. 


New York police canceled all days off 


and redistributed its manpower to con- 
centrate on the midtown Manhattan 
area, where 16 PLO members were 
staying in the Waldorf Towers section of 
the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. 


Hearings reopen 
on Rockefeller 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Nelson A. 


Rockefeller testified today that he asked 
his brother Laurance to help find invest- 
ors to finance a book critical of former 
Supreme Court Justice Arthur J. Gold- 
berg, his 1970 opponent for New Y">rk 
governor. 


The vice presidential nominee's te .i- 


mony portrayed him as more central to 
the publication of the book than he has 
so far acknowledged. He said any dis- 
crepancies are due to a "sketchy" 
memory rather than any attempt to 
cover up the facts. 


Testifying before live television cam- 


eras in the Senate Caucus Room, Rocke- 
feller told Rules Committee members 
that a controversial series of loans and 
gifts by him to close aides and public of- 
ficials posed no conflict of interest and 
were not intended to corrupt those who 
accepted them. 


In a counterattack aimed at critics of 


those transactions, Rockefeller said his 
family's great fortune does not blind 
him to the need for morality in public 
service. 


The loans and gifts sprang from a per- 


sonal sense of "sharing," Rockefeller 
said, and added: "I do not believe the 
day has yet come ...where the decencies 
of human relationships disqualify one 
for public office." 


Some Rockefeller critics have sug- 


gested that at least some of the gifts and 
loans may have violated New York state 
law. Chairman Howard W. Cannon of 
the Rules Committee said the "nagging 
question" lingers as to whether they 
placed those who received them into 
"psychological servitude" to Rockefel- 
ler — whether or not that was intended. 


"There is a sign on the political wall 


that reads, 'No tipping allowed,'" Can- 
non said. 


It is illegal in New York to give public 


officials gifts valued at more than $25 
with the purpose of influencing or re- 
warding official conduct. But Rockefel- 
ler said he had no such intent. 


Rockefeller's gifts also led House Ma- 


jority Leader Thomas P. O'Neill to ex- 
press "very grave doubts" about Rocke- 
feller's nomination, though he said he 
has not decided how to vote. 


"I'm not even sure it (the nomination) 


will be reported out of committee," 
O'Neill said in an interview with the 
Boston Globe. 


Referring to Rockefeller's statement 


that he made gifts to officials in other 
states to lure them to work in his New 
York state administration, O'Neill 
asked: "Do governors of wealth buy up 
competent people? How do you justify 
that, the prospect of people in public 
life, to induce them to leave one place to 
come to your own state? I think that's a 
serious matter, and I want to know why 
he gave these huge sums of money to all 
of those people." 


ABC broadcast today's session under 


a rotation set up by the three major tele- 
vision networks. 


Rockefeller later accepted "full re- 


sponsibility" for the book, apologized to 
Goldberg for its allegedly derogatory 
content, and said Laurance Rockefeller 
had underwritten it for $60,000 as a busi- 
ness investment. 


Rockefeller also disclosed that in the 


years 1957-1974 he gave a total of $3.26 
million to Republican campaigns, in- 
cluding $1 million to his own fruitless 
attempts to win the GOP presidential 
nomination. 


The political gifts included $62,025 to 


former President Richard M. Nixon's 
1972 campaign and $200,000 to the 1968 
campaign for the nomination of George 
M. Romney. 


Rockefeller said that over the last 17 


years his brothers John, Laurance and 
David, and his sister Abby gave a total 
of $2.85 million in support of his four 
state and three national campaigns. 


He said his stepmother, the late Mar- 


tha Baird Rockefeller, gave him an av- 
erage of $1.5 million for each of the 
seven campaigns. 


In his opening statement, Chairman 


Cannon, noted that Rockefeller at first 
denied any personal involvement in the 
publication of the book, "Arthur J. 
Goldberg, the Old and the New," by Vic- 
tor Lasky. 


Among the spectators as the hearing 


began was Nancy Kissinger, like her 
husband. Henry A. Kissinger, a former 
member of the Rockefeller staff. Rocke- 
feller has said one of the gifts - $50,000 
— went to Kissinger before he became 
secretary of state. 


Second storm in two days battering northwest coast of Alaska 


NOME, Alaska (AP) — Communities 


•along the storm-battered northwest 
Alaska coast braced for a second pow- 
erful storm today as flood waters began 
to recede. 


No casualties were reported after Ber- 


ing Sea waves whipped inland by strong 
winds flooded sections of Nome and sur- 
rounding villages in what Gov. William 
A. Egan called a "full scale disaster." 


Nome and some other communities, 


along the coast were without adequate 
food, drinking water and power as the 
second storm approached. 


Early today forecasters at the Na- 


tional Weather Service in Anchorage 


were tracking a second storm front that 
appeared destined to follow closely fol- 
low the trail of the first hurricaneforce 
winds. 


"Right now this second storm is near 


Adak Island in the Aleutian chain and 
it's going eastward at a very fast rate," 
said forecaster Dave Evanson. "I think 
it will turn northeastward and go into 
the western part of Alaska and follow 
the same pattern except we expect this 
one will be more to the east and there- 
fore more inland." 


Evanson said the storm center will 


come close to Nome but is likely to be a 
greater threat to surrounding villages. 


The weather service said flood waters 


in the area were dropping early today 
but portions of Nome which had been 
under five feet of water were still cov- 
ered. 


Some buildings were destroyed. Resi- 


dents battled the floodwaters in high 
winds and freezing temperatures. 


The winds propelled huge waves in- 


land Tuesday. Residents were trying 
frantically to sandbag Nome's electric 
power plant to keep water from the bat- 
teries powering teletype circuits and 
emergency phones — the only link with 
the outside world. 


Emergency shelters were set up in 


schools in this town of 2,500 on the Ber- 
ing Sea. 


"This town is hurt and hurt badly. But 


this town has been hurt before. It has al- 
ways come bade and will come back 
again," Mayor Robert Renshaw said 
Tuesday night. 


KNOM radio in Nome said the east 


end of Nome had been evacuated and 
one road "continues to be struck by 
fierce waves. The east end is a jumble of 
houses knocked one against an other. 


"Nearby barges, which slid off their 


supports, were responsible for the dam- 
age to east end dwellings," the station 


said. Only four houses were left stand- 
ing in that part of town, KNOM said. 


Charter airplanes carrying disaster 


personnel and communications equip- 
ment and technicians from Anchorage 
were foiled in their initial landing at- 
tempts by high winds and a thick coat of 
ice on the runway at Nome. RCA Alaska 
said one plane later managed to land. 


Nome residents hauled water from 


springs and doled it out a can at a time. 
Two main streets were flooded, but a 
third was above the rampaging waters 
and the Civil Defense Office said food 
supplies could last only several days.

in Sun City, Ariz.

Sponsors of the resolution to end the 


10-year-old quarantine against the Cas- 
tro government counted Haiti and 
Guatemala among the 14 votes they 
needed. 


But after four days of negotiations at 


the foreign ministers' conference that 
ended Tuesday, Haiti and Guatemala 
joined the United States, Bolivia, Brazil 
and Nicaragua in abstaining. The vote 
was 12 to 3, two short of the two-thirds 
majority needed for adoption. 


Diplomatic sources said the Guatema- 


lans and Haitians came to the OAS con- 
ference intending to vote in favor of the 
resolution. 


They said the conservative leaders of 


Guatemala's armed forces put heavy 
pressure on their government to ab- 
stain. 


Other sources indicated the Haitians 


had hoped to use their vote as a lever to 
obtain financial aid — from the United 
States in exchange for a "no" vote or 
from oil-rich Venezuela for a "yes." 
When these overtures were rebuffed, 
the Haitians decided to abstain. 


Foreign Minister Gonzalo Facio of 


Costa Rica, the principal organizer of 
the conference, said he had 14 sure votes 
before the meeting, "believe me, I did 
my homework, but several of those firm 
votes suddenly changed." 


Foreign Minister Emilio Rabasa of 


Mexico disagreed. 


"I said there were 12 sure votes even 


before coming here. The rest were 
imagination," he commented. 


Chilean Foreign Minister 
Patricio 


Carvajal, one of the leading opponents 
of the pro-Cuban campaign, said the 
other side's optimistic anticipations at 
the start of the conference were "fairy 
tales." 


The United States took a neutral 


stance throughout the meeting, exerting 
no pressure one way or the other and 
leaving the decision entirely up to the 
Latin American. Facio put part of the 
blame for the resolution's failure on this 
"negative" U.S. attitude. But William 
D. Rogers, the assistant secretary of 
state for inter-American affairs, said 
his delegation took a "new and healthy 
posture, not to pressure countries how 
they should act." 


In Buenos Aires, Argentine Foreign 


Minister Alberto Vignes, whose govern- 
ment has flouted the embargo with 
more than $600 million in sales to Cuba 
in the last 15 months, said the Quito vote 
was premature and "not a defeat." 


Vignes said the issue will undoubtedly 


be raised again at the meeting of Ameri- 
can foreign ministers to be held in 
Buenos Aires next March. 


Rogers said the United States has not 


changed its policy toward Cuba. He 
noted that regardless of any action the 
OAS might take, the United States has a 
number of laws restricting trade with 
Castro's island.

Differences in philosophy on how to 


handle budgeting for rtSw personnel 
sparked most of the budget debate 
Tuesday in which the Outagamie County 
Board restored all of the money to the 
social services budget that had been 
recommended cut by County Executive 
Alvin Woehler.

and health committee to get approval 
for three additional social workers in 
the juvenile services area and for two 
additional people in the county nurse's 
office were blocked at least temporarily 
by a decision to await a report later in 
the week from a consulting firm making 
a-job study for the county. 


In budget actions, the board: 
• Approved full funding for the Big 


Brothers program for 1975; 


• Approved a social services depart- 


ment budget as recommended by the fi- 
nance committee; 


• • Approved budgets for law enforce- 
ment and courts basically as recom- 
mended by the exeuctive and finance 
committee, and 


• On Monday night approved an air- 


port operations budget unchanged from 
executive and finance committee recom- 
mendations. 


The board also went on record sup- 


porting the board of social services in its 
contract stand with the state. The state- 
proposed contract for the county to ad- 
minister social services programs is 
about $52,000 less than what James 
Stampp, department director, said is 
needed. 


The three social workers requested 


would handle juvenile deliquency cases 
assigned by juvenile court. Stampp told 
the board that the caseload has nearly 
doubled since the first of the year. There 
was a caseload of about 100 at the start 
of the year and four social workers in 
that unit. Starnpp said 25 cases per 
worker is considered normal. The 
present caseload is 169, according to 
Supv. Herman Ripp, social services 
board chairman. 


Stampp said a recent survey revealed

He wound up with the Little Chute Fire De- 
partment, which had just put a new, $14,000 fire- 
rescue van into service. 


The fire department wouldn't come to 


Baulch's home in Dutch Harbor Estates, on the 
village's northwest side. 


Baulch was advised that there was nothing the 


firemen could do for a choking child because all 
they had was oxygen. Baulch was advised to call 
an ambulance. 


By that time, Baulch said, several minutes 


had passed and the infant was worse. He said he 
didn't know of any ambulances nearby. So he 
and his wife and son "raced like hell" to St. 
Elizabeth Hospital m Appleton with the sick in- 
fant. 


A mucus buildup was affecting the child's res- 


piratory system. She was treated in the emer- 
gency room and released. 


An angry Baulch has complained to Fire Chief 


Thomas Lamers and he said he intends to seek 
an explanation from the village board next week 
why the fire department wouldn't help his 


daughter. 


Lamers told The Post-Crescent he wouldn't 


send out the fire department when Baulch asked 
simply because firemen do not have the equip- 
ment or the expertise to handle medical emer- 
gencies. 


The big yellow-green rescue vehicle put into 


service a month ago was not intended as an am- 
bulance and won't be used as such, Lamers ex- 
plained. 


He believes people in Little Chute realize they 


must call for an ambulance from Appleton or 
Kaukauna. 


Baulch said he's found many people for whom 


medical assistance is only as far away as the 
Little Chute Fire Department. 


Lamers said the vehicle, purchased with 50 


per cent federal civil defense funding, is pri- 
marily for transporting firemen and equipment 
to fires and for rescue work, such as freeing vic- 
tims from wrecked cars and buildings. "It's not 
a medical rescue unit," Lamers emphasized. 


"If his (Baulch's) trailer had tipped over 


we're equipped to right it and rescue them," La- 
mers said." 


He said he had advised Baulch firemen could 


not help his choking daughter. "Doctors have 
told us not to put pressure oxygen on a person 


who is choking," Lamers told a 
reporter 


Tuesday. 


There is a resuscitator in the van, Lamers 


said, and firemen probably would respond to a 
heart attack case where oxygen is needed. He 
said the rescue squad responded to about three 
calls over the past year. 


Baulch believes oxygen would have helped his 


daughter. "They could have at least come out," 
he said. 


"I wouldn't have touched the girl if we had 


gone out there," Lamers said. Little Chute fire- 
men aren't trained like ambulance attendants 
and there is the possibility of doing more harm 
than good, he explained. 


Since the vehicle is not rigged to transport 


patients, personnel manning it do not have to 
meet the same Emergency Medical Technician 
(EMT) requirements as ambulance attendants 
under a state law that takes effect Jan. 1. 


Firemen have no intention, at this point, of 


taking EMT training, which involves at least 80 
hours under formal, physician-directed pro- 
grams at St. Elizabeth Hospital or Fox Valley 
Technical Institute.

KIMBERLY - The village board has 


approved a tentative 1975 budget calling 
for expenditures of $2,032,251. This is 
$22,673 less than the 1974 figure. 


In 1974 the tax levy amounted to 


$1,518,722, while the levy for 1975 was 
set at $1,398,883. Taxes will not neces- 
sarily be less next year, however, be- 
cause with the loss of machinery and 
equipment assessment to the state, the 
general property taxpayer assumes a 
greater share of the budget levy. 


Officials emphasize that the budget 


figures are strictly estimates until the 
village gets official word on what state 
aids can be anticipated. Last year the 
tax rate was $50 per $1,000 with a state 
tax credit of $7. State tax credit is ex- 
pected to be lower in 1975. 


The village anticipates $91,543 from 


the state for a refund on the manufac- 
turing and equipment exemption which, 
if added to the 1975 levy, would make 
that total $1,490.426, still below the 1974 
levy. 


General government costs increased 


from $100,429 to $116,444; protection to 
persons and property from $113,700 to 
$130,503; health costs from $118,810 to 
$120,510; education, recreation and li- 
brary from $81,050 to $90,750; highways 
and service garage costs from $156,340 
to $165,550; unclassified from $92,225 to 
$97,000 and outlays from $100,000 to 
$106,500. 


Indebtedness declined from $134,662 


to $123,504. State and county taxes are 
expected 
to drop from $277,588 to 


$220,000 and school expenditures from 
$880,118 to $861,600. 


Revenues anticipated from other than 


the tax levy amount to $541,825 in 1975 
compared to $536,201 in 1974. 


Village Clerk Kathryn Lochschmidt 


pointed out that the property tax levy of 
$1,398,883, the $91,543 machinery and 
equipment tax exemption from the state 
and the $273,300 in state shared taxes 
anticipated for 1975 are all subject to 
change. 


'Everyone's stupid about something1

MENASHA — "Everyone's stupid 


about something." Marcel Kinsbourne 
told an audience of 100 parents, profes- 
sionals and students Tuesday afternoon. 
When he dared anyone to"say differ- 
cnrly. none could disagree. 


Kinsbourne. a noted neurologist, psy- 


chologist and pediatrician with a proli- 
fic background of experience and pub- 
lished works, delivered the keynote 
address during a learning disabilities 
workshop entitled "What's the Matter 
With My Kid?" and sponsored by the 
Winnebago County Association for Men- 
tal Health. 


Adults, he said, are more talented in 


some areas than others, namely the ver- 
bal. spacial. numerical and musical as- 
pects of "intelligence ." The same goes 
for children. 


"We have to realize that different fac- 


i-ts are differently represented in each 
i-tic of us, " he b»uo. 


Kinsbourne then turned his attention 


to the "substantial number of children 
A ho experience unexpected prcb'emi in 
school," those normal appearing stu- 
dents who go to school wanting to learn, 
but can't. He explained that he was not 
referring to those children suffering 
from major handicaps such as cerebral 
palsy or mental retardation, but rather 
those children no one "would have 
guessed would fail." 


People are confused and bewildered 


by this phenomenon but shouldn't be. 
since everyone learns at a different 
pace. Just as children learn to walk or 
reach puberty at different times, some 
early and some late, so also does their 
learning readiness vary, said Kin- 
sbourne. 


"Society's exact expectations don't 


take into account normal human vari- 
ations," he noted, saying the kind of be- 
havior on which educators and Clini- 
cians judge the intelligence of 
preschoolers is not the kind of behavior

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on which they judge a first grader. 


A child may 'ail in fjrit grade because 


he is not ready and his "mental equip- 
ment is not yet operational. But that's 
no mystery if we accept human beings 
as different." he said. 


In order to determine whether or not a 


child has a learning disability, those in- 
volved must ask a number of questions 
with the individual child's strengths 
and weaknesses in mind. 


Often, parents and professionals de- 


cide the child with a learning disability 
must have some sort of brain damage. 


A physician's explanation of a child's 


disruptive behavior and 
failure in 


school may be called minimal brain dys- 
function, which in effect is saying 
"something is wrong with the bra'in," 
said Kinsbourne. "You could have told 
the doctor that, which only goes 
to 


show how minimal is the physicians' un- 
derstanding of the situation." 


A" cxp.uriaiiOn uf this borl can have a 


bad effect on parents who then think 
they have come to some understanding 
of the problem, when, in fact, they have 
achieved none. 


The term carries with it a feeling of ir- 


reversible finality, giving parents an ex- 
cuse for not trying, he said. 


To base the cause of a learning disabi- 


lity on biological data such as pre-natal 
care, family genes or brain waves is of 
no use to the child either, he empha- 
sized. 
- 


The problem has to be investigated in 


terms of the child's learning difficulties 
at a certain point in time, Kinsbourne- 
explained. Is the child being adequately 
taught? Educational standards vary 
from school to school. 


Is the child being adequately moti- 


vated? "In some homes literacy is part 
of an alien culture. Does the child see 
his parents read"? Parents 
think they 


are motivating their children often 
make comments like "We keep telling 
him to learn to read," which only adds 
to the pressure placed on a child. 


He added that parents and teachers 


may set standards which are too high 
for the child to reach at a particular 
time. "What parents recognize as ade- 
quate achievement is often what they 
project for the child's future." 


Sometimes a child's school failure is 


the result of a discipline complaint from 
a teacher. Not every child can get along 
with every teacher, he said, a fact that 
many teachers are unwilling to admit. 


In such a case, Kinsbourne recom- 


mended that a child, whose personality 


clashes with that of his teacher, should 
be removed from that classroom. 


According to Kinsbourne, a student's 


underachievement is a flaw in teaching 
not learning. "If a child is two years b£ 
hind, something two years ago was not 
explained to the child or he didn't un- 
derstand the explanation, because it 
wasn't explained right for him." 


He said there are several "steps" to 


an explanation, one of which won't do 
for everyone. Explanations must be ex- 
plicit, because to omit a logical step is to 
set a child back. 


Kinsbourne noted that there are doz- 


ens of different learning disability pro- 
grams and all work in most cases be- 
cause they have one ingredient in 
common - individualized attention. 


In dealing with children who have a 


learning disability, he said, " You 
have to find a different avenue into his 
head. If you use a different approach, 
the child will usually learn." 


Reasons which may be blocking a 


child s progress and cause him to be 
restless or inattentive in the classroom 
are many. The most common, however 
stem from a child being placed in a 
class at the wrong level for him, the ma- 
terial is either too hard or too easy, the 
child is anxious, or the child is hyperac- 
tive. 


Some children should be held back if 


they're not functioning at the level of 
classmates, he said. "If he's a failure 
it's better to feel like a failure than to 
pretend he's not a failure." 


Kinsbourne also differentiated be- 


tween slow and remedial learners A 
s ow learner, he explained learns at a 
slow pace generally in all areas and 
needs a "slow teacher," while a reme- 
dial learner behaves like a slow learner, 
but "if given the right treatment will 
shift gears to normalcy." 


He added, "if you let the child ma- 


ture, not be upset and keep parents 
peers and teachers off his back maybe 
he will relate in time." He encouraged 
teachers to reinforce what they teach 
continuously, "teach as much as you 
can and let time pass."

Tax base boost brings 
dip in FVTI's mill rate 
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Thanks to an increase in the tax base 


of the Fox Valley Vocational-Technical 
District, the mill rate will drop once 
more, as it has annually since the dis- 
trict was organized six years ago. 


The rate was set this week by the Fox 


Valley Technical Institute adminis- 
tration and will go out to the 132 taxing 
units today. 


The mill rate will be 87.26 cents for 


$1,000 of equalized valuation. This is a 
drop from 93.81 cents per SI,000 of 
equalized value a year ago. 


The FVTI board, which adopted the fi- 


nal budget of S8.421 million a month 
ago, could not set the levy because the 
state had not provided the tax base fig- 
ures for the district at that time. That 
tax base, received a few days ago, 
stands at $3.521 billion. That compares 
to $3.249 billion a year ago. 


Of the $8.421 million budget, $3.072 


million has to be raised through local 
taxation. The rest comes from state and 
federal funds, as well as tuition, interest 
income and miscellaneous incomes. 


Last year's budget was $7.341 million, 


with $3.049 million coming from the lo- 
cal tax levy. 


OSHKOSH - There will be a delay of 


at least six weeks in the Winnebago 
County board's decision on whether an 
additional 10 acres of land will be pur- 
chased to provide for future expansion 
of the University of Wisconsin -Fox Val- 
ley Campus. 


Instead of reconsidering its action of 


two weeks ago, when it turned down the 
move by an 18-23 vote, the board decided 
to go along with a recommendation from 
Supv. George Christoph to appoint a 
special study committee. 


But, despite the delay, there's still 


hope, which likely would not have been 
the case had the board opted for recon- 
sideration during its session Monday 
night. 


It was a shrewd parliamentary move 


by Supv. Roland Kampo which essen- 
tially ruled out any hope of having 
money for the county's share of the 
$100,000 land purchase placed in the 
1975 budget. 


Although Kampo had voted for the 


purchase the first time around, last 
week during a finance committee meet- 
ing he informally indicated that, he 
would not vote the same way again. By 
excluding it from the budget document, 
Kampo can avoid having to change his 
vote since chances of getting the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote are extremely slim 
even it he votes in favor of it. 


Supv. David Nobbe. Neenah. who 


voted against the purchase in the 
previous action, had intended to ask for 
'reconsideration prior to adoption of the 
budget. Had he succeeded, a simple u.a- 
jority vote of the board would have been 
all that was needed to to pass it. 


Kampo, however, quickly asked that ' 


the budget resolution be moved up on 
the agenda before Nobbe could ask for 
reconsideration. By adopting the budget 
first, a two-thirds majority is now 
needed to spend money which is not in- 
cluded in the budget document. Campus 
Dean Rue Johnson urged the board to 
reconsider its action and spend the 
money to buy the land so that it would be 
there when and if expansion was 
needed. 


He pointed out that the campus serves 


a contingent of students which might 
not attend college otherwise. The 
students can live at home while at- 
tending school, which is more econom- 
ical than attending at University 
campuses at either Oshkosh or Green 
Bay. The board also received a petition 
signed by some 1,200 persons urging the 
supervisors to reconsider and authorize 
the land purchase.

paving project requests should be based 
on how long the street has been ready 
for work after grading and graveling. 


He said his two had been graded and 


graveled in 1967. Some of those left in 
the budget by Sutherland, he said, were 
graded in 1970. 


Aid. William Ridgely (20th) said he 


had a street that's been waiting even 
onger that was eliminated by Suther- 
land, but decried the process now used 
for getting streets paved. 


He called it "pure lunacy." 
Sutherland's public works budget be- 


sides being the highest ever, is domi- 
nated almost entirely by reconstruction. 
Grading and graveling for new streets 
— which amounted to $218,841 in this 
year's budget - was eliminated by 
Sutherland. All sanitary sewer work is 
reconstruction, although there is a 
SI,191,279 budget for new storm sewer 
construction, the highest account in the 
budget. 


Sutherland told the committee 


Tuesday that the budget pressures fac- 
ing the city in 1975 "are going to force us 
into a philosophical examination of the 
question of growth," and whether the 
city should continue to expand its 
streets, sewers and sidewalks and em- 
phasize, instead, a program to better 
maintain existing facilities. 


The mayor's suggestion that the com- 


mittee discuss the question of future 
city growth was largely ignored, how- 
ever, as aldermen spent most of their 
time battling for streets they would like 
to see in their own wards. 


Percy Menning, a resident, tried to 


get the committee to restore grading 
and graveling and new sewer work for 
an area he is trying to get developed on 
the north side, but the finance com- 
mittee turned down him and most of the 
other aldermen seeking additions to the 
budget. 


Some highlights of the budget ap- 


proved by the finance committee 
Tuesday were: 


— $175,000 to paint the. Memorial 


Drive bridge. 


— Nothing in an account set aside for 


the Oneida Street high level bridge, 
which could be ready for construction 
late next year. If the state approves its 
share of the funding for the structure, 
the city could sell bonds to finance its 
share. 


— Nothing for reconstruction of the 


Water Street retaining wall, which 
Miller said appears to be less needed 
than was originally thought. 


A preliminary report from a consult- 


ing firm doing soil tests in the area of 
the wall, which lies at the bottom of the 
hill on which the old vocational school is 
built and where officials hope to see 
apartment construction some day, indi- 
cates the problem with poor soils and 
hill slippage in the area "is not as 
serious as they appear on face value." 


Some $60,000 had been inserted into 


Miller's initial budget request for de- 
sign of a Water Street retaining wall, 
but was removed from Sutherland's ex- 
ecutive budget at Miller's request be- 
cause the project did not carry suf- 
ficient urgency. . 


— Reconstruction of Lawrence' Ave- 


nue-Durkee Street from Memorial Drive 
to College Avenue and College Avenue, 
from Badger Avenue to Richmond 
Street, both of which will be carried out 
with large chunks of federal aid. 


Preparatory work is also scheduled 


for the reconstruction of Oneida Street, 
from Seymour Street to the south city 
limits, Appleton-Pacific streets, from 
Lawrence to Oneida, and Meade Street, 
from College to Hancock, all of which 
are scheduled for construction in 1976. 


Preparatory work is also in the budget 


for the reconstruction of Oneida Street, 
from Lawrence to Wisconsin Avenue, 
and Franklin Street, from Drew Street 
to Lawe Street, both of which are sched- 
uled for construction in 1977. 


The committee will resume its budget 


deliberations tonight, with budgets for 
park and recreation departments, per- 
sonnel, welfare, health and redevelop- 
ment on tap,. 


Recreation Supv. Lloyd Koehnke al- 


ready had urged the committee to re- 
store $15,000 for a parking lot for the 
Langedyke Park softball fields that was 
removed by Sutherland in his executive 
budget.

the real cross-section of the community?" he asked

the talks indicated the new offer repre- 
sented a final push by the operators "to 
close out the contract."

"I include anything that will serve our 


fellow men, anything that is selfless- 
Peace Corps, VISTA, hospitals, reli- 
gious missionaries," he told members 
of the the Milwaukee Society of Profes- 
sional Journalists-Sigma Delta Chi. 


Froehlke, who served in his Army 


post from 1971-73, said military officials 
had accepted the political decision for a 
voluntary army. 


"They have made it work spectacu-

With almost no expression to his 


voice, Ulasewicz said that throughout 
most of the three months he was making 
the cash deliveries, he cautioned Her- 
bert W. Kalmbach that there was some- 
thing illegal or improper about the pay- 
offs. 


In his thick New York accent, Ulasew- 


icz detailed the covert use of telephone 
booths, cover names and secret delivery 
points used to deliver the cash to the 
original seven Watergate defendants 
and their lawyers. 


Ulasewicz described an Aug. 3, 1973, 


meeting with Kalmbach, once former 
President Nixon's personal attorney, at 
the Orange County, Calif., airport where 
he was to receive a $75,000 cash deliv- 
ery. 


Ulasewicz said he told Kalmbach, 


"Something here was not kosher. It 
went a little over his head. I felt it was 
becoming more improper with each se- 
quence in spite of his assurances that 
there was nothing illegal."

Female athletes just wouldn't go away 


EDITORS NOTE: It will come as no 


surprise that women athletes at the na- 
tion's colleges do not get the same treat- 
ment as their male counterparts. But 
they may soon. because a law called 
1 me IX says universities must provide 
equal athletic opportunities for both 
sexes. This is a report on what it was 
like being a woman athlete before Title 
IX.

The tvpical athletic director in tne 


typical athletic department is not a 
woman hater. On his desk, ncvt to 
all the trophies, is a family portrait 
showing his wife, and maybe a daughter 
or two. 


Outside his carpeted office, there's 


another smiling female who pours him 
coffee, opens his mail and types his let- 
ters He'll say he's all for women. 


But, in many cases, his athletic 


budget won't reflect it. 


"1 don't understand what goes on in 


the heads of those athletic directors." 
says Dan Bakmowski. who gratuitously 
coached Boston University's women's 
crew team to two national champion- 
ships last summer. "They feel the 
women athletes are going to go away. If 
they think that, then they're only fooling 
themselves. 


"Women's athletics is not a fad. There 


are just too many of them out there. 
They have so much enthusiasm and it 
isn't going to stop. The ADs had better 
wise up." 


And if the colleges want to continue 


receiving their federal checks for assist- 
ance in various areas, some athletic de- 
partments are going to have to change 
their emphasis: because the long arm of 
the law is on the way to help women's 
sports.

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hibits discrimination in any university 
program. That means if men are pro- 
vided athletic teams, facilities and 
equipment, women must be provided 
the same opportunities. 


With Title IX about to be fully en- 


forced, opportunities are opening up for 
women's athletics on many campuses, 
prompting Anne Findlay Chamberlain, 
a first-year scholarship recipient at 
Penn State, to say: 


"It used to be that we had to wear 


skirts and nylons to a game. But that 
whole era has changed now and we don't 
have to be embarrassed to be female 
athletes anymore. e\en though I never 
was." 


The past is not so encouraging to 


women. Those days were the dark ages 
uf .suuicn .*>pul l.-> — ah tT«i lilal Mill ex- 
ists on some campuses today — when 
the men had the whole pie and the 
women were lucky if they got some 
crumbs. 


The Boston University women's crew 


team won two national" championships- 
this past summer, and they did it with- 
out one cent from that school's athletic 
department, which gave men's crew 
$35,000 and two full-time coaches last 
year. 


"I think it's ridiculous the way we are 


treated." says Betsy Hochberg.a mem- 
ber of the team. "They thought we 
would go away. They just wouldn't take 
us seriously. 


"We practiced at six in the morning so 


we wouldn't get in the way of the men's 
team, and also because Dan Bak- 
mowski. our volunteer coach, worked 
from 9 to 5. 


"To compete in meets," Miss Hoch- 


berg says, "we had to borrow boats 
from other schools. We fund-raised with 
bake sales, raffles and car washes. We 
even resorted to a rowing marathon. We 
set up a swimming pool in front of the 
student union and rowed in two-hour 
shifts. 24 hours a day'for one whole 
week. People came by a'nd threw change 
into the pool. 


"It was like begging. But the money 


had to be raised somehow. BU wasn't 
going to give it to us and we wanted to 
compete." 


With all those problems, the team still 


managed to qualify for the national 
championships in Oakland, Calif., caus- 
ing a new set of problems - 
trans- 


portation and lodging for them and their 
boats. 


They borrowed a boat from Radcliffe 


and. ironically, ended up beating Rad- 
cliffe in the finals. They paid their own 
way to California, a cost of $1.000 per 
woman. And they rented the boat trailer 
owned by the BU men's crew team for 
five cents a mile, a cost of some $300 for 
the 6.000-mile round trip. 


"If we had been men." says Miss 


Hochberg. "the athletic department 
wouldn't have been able to do enough 
things for us." 


Many athletic departments have rec- 


ognized the existence of women, and. of 
course, athletics, but not the two to- 
gether. 


At Ohio State, women received $40.000 


last year out of a whopping $6 million 
athletic budget. This year, the women's 
ante has been raised to $83,000. 


Al tike Linivcrbki> of Maryland, which 


has had a Title IX complaint filed 
against it by Maryland businessman 
Carl Croyder. women now receive 
$30.000 for sports out of a $2.2 million 
athletic budget. 


And at Texas A&M. women have 10 


sports and a total budget of $200. 


In the Southern Conference, where the 


constitution formerly said its goals were 
to provide athletic competition for 
"male" students, the word "male" was 
dropped last December. 


Most schools have operated women's 


athletics "on a different philosophy 
than men's programs," says John E. 
Shay, vice president of student affairs at 
the University of Rhode Island. 


"Men's sports have full-time coaches, 


in most major sports, or are freed from 
regular teaching duties to undertake 
coaching," Shay says. "Women have 
coached the women's sports as an over- 
load, in addition to their other duties on 
campus." 


Title IX is designed eventually to 


create one identical sports philosophy 
for both sexes, but it won't erase the bad 
memories. 


At Michigan State, "we had to fit our 


practices around the men's team," says 
Laura Siebald, a member of the 
women's swim team. But, as it turns 
out, that was the least of their problems. 


Siebald said the women divers 


were practicing at odd hours in the 
men's pool, which was 14 feet deep. But 
for one home women's meet, the men 
needed their pool for practice so the 
meet was held in another pool, only nine 
feet deep. 


Some of the divers came away from 


that meet with chipped teeth, bruised

Gwen Gregory, the HEW official who

area. The week before the meet, the 
men's track coach called up and said he 
was sorry but the guys wanted some ex- 
tra practice the day of the meet. 


"The meet was cancelled." 


W*in*sday, Nov. 13, 1974 


Nancy Scannell. a reporter for the 


Washington Post, said that at Texas 
A&M. Dennis Fosdick, coach of the 
women's swimming team, paid 52,200 of 
his own money to get his team to the na- 
tional championships, while the men's 
team was adequately funded by the uni- 
versity for all its travel expenses. 


Bakinowski says he stopped getting 


up at 5:30 a.m. to coach BU crew be- 
cause "the university didn't do a thing 
for us. We had twice as many women 
come out as there were spots in boats, 
and I got tired of telling somebody: 'You 
rowed yesterday; let someone else row 
today.' 


"I was on BU crew as an under-, 


graduate, and I know that the men get 
steak dinners, the whole works, while 
the women have to beg for traveling ex- 
penses. 
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"The athletic department just has a 


bunch of distorted values. They just 
don't see the injustice when men get 
free rides and women have to go out 
sell coffee."

Wine on

Ninety-five years ago 19-year-old Paul 


Masson arrived in California from his 
native Burgundy. Six years later he 
made his first Champagne. By the turn 
of the century he was winning awards in 
Paris. 


Masson was California's first great 


Champagne maker. He brought in 
French grapes, notably Pinot Noir, and 
French methods, including fermenting 
in the bottle and long aging on the lees. 
He was deterimined to make the best 
Champagne possible in California. 
Some critics think that his successors 
still do. 


At a recent blind tasting of 16 Califor- 


nia Champagnes, Paul Masson Brut was 
one of four favorites. It has a very full 
bouquet, excellent balance, and the long 
agreeable after-taste that's always a 
sign of good wine making. 


Masson himself was particularly fond 


of a pink Champagne he called Oeil de 
Perdrix or Partridge Eye. Today's des- 
cendant of Oeil de Perdrix is the firm's 
Pink Champagne. You'll recognize it on 
the shelf by its stylish metallic label. 
Extra dry and Rouge or sparkling bur- 
gundy are sparklers for semi-sweet pal- 
ates. 


Nobody has recorded whether the ac- 


tress Anna Held took her famous bath in 
white or pink Champagne when she was 
Masson's guest. At all events, he was a 
generous host who lived in the grand 
manner, befitting Champagne Society, 
into his 81st year. •

Think food safety, 
hunters/cooks told 


Whether your hunter is searching for 


a 4-ounce bobwhite or a 2,000-pound 
moose, food safety is of vital importance 
— not only in the field, but also in the 
home. Bacteria can cause a meat spoil- 
age problem in the field, and a food 
safety hazard in the kitchen. 


Most hunters know that if the quarry 


is stumbling or staggering, making an 
abnormal amount of noise, appears par- 
tially or completely blind, or is unusu- 
ally aggressive, it may have rabies or 
some other disease. Calling a wildlife 
control officer, at the first opportunity, 
is the best thing to do. 


Don't bag it, warns the Animal and 


Plant Health Inspection Service of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. Fed- 
eral meat ar.d poultry inspectors have a 
classification of animals they call 4-D 
(dead, dying, diseased, disabled) and if 
wild game falls in this category — don't 
bring it home to the family. The poten- 
tial risks are enormous. 


Once you have the bird (or whatever) 


firmly in hand, the next step is dressing 
the game. That is critical, from the 
safety standpoint. 


Clean and chill it as quickly as pos- 


sible. Warm, freshly killed game is an 
ideal place for salmonellae and other 
bacteria responsible for food poisoning 
and spoilage to grow. Chilling the meat 
stops their growth cold. If your prize is 
small, (quail or doves) carry a cooler 
with you — in the car — and cut the 
birds with clean utensils and drop them 
right in the ice chest. 


If the weather is below 35 degrees F., 


there's not much to worry about. There 
are a number of things to prevent a 
problem with game meat. 


First of all. be sure to wash and sani- 


tize your game bag before taking it to 
the field and after the hunting trip is 
over. Carry plastic gloves afield with 
you and use them when handling the 
animal, just in case. 


When you get the meat home, make 


sure the meat or fowl is cooked well. 


Don't cross-contaminate by using the 


same platters or utensils for raw and 
cooked meat without washing between 
handlings. 


Wash hands thoroughly. 
Don't leave cooked meat sitting out 


for long periods at a time. If it's hot — 
keep it hot; cold, keep it cold. Bacteria 
grow best between 40 and 140 degrees F. 
Remember, a one time exposure to 155 
degrees F kills common strains of salm- 
onellae. 


Meat that is not to be used immedi- 


ately should be frozen at once. 


Traditionally, holiday time is when 


hunters like to bag ducks and geese, 
partridges, or venison home from the 
fields and forests for dinner fare.' It's 
fine — if you're careful, but game taken 
afield has a greater chance of bacterial 
contamination than that bought at your 
local market. 


Simple rules such as sanitary condi- 


tions, thorough cooking and chilling the 
meat when obtained are safety rules 
that make the difference in your holi- 
day. Make plans for food-safe holidays.

Hershey 
evaluates 
her job

NEW YORK (AP) - "! have a phrase 


I like to use. which is the multipersonal 
woman. I don't believe that either you or 
I or any woman out there is just one 
woman any more," says Lenore Her- 
shey. editor of the Ladies' Home Jour- 
nal. 


Mrs. Hershey says she thoroughly en- 


joys her new job, but claims she's been 
living through a year of heavy responsi- 
bility since taking it over. Describing 
herself as a "creative woman by nature, 
a writer and editor," she says she's had 
to learn that "if you can't stand the 
heat, then you'd better get out of the 'of- 
fice'. 


"Meaning, it's taken me a full year to 


learn how to ride with the daily crises of 
dealing with people and with pure busi- 
ness management. 


"I've been in this business a long time 


but nobody has ever bothered to train 
me on the business aspect. I had to learn 
on the job. It's very difficult." 


Training consisted of learning how to 


deal with men as well as with women 
who were reporting to her. Patience, 
forbearance and tact are some of the 
other things she's had to learn. "But," 
she says, "I think, first of all, you've got 
to accept the fact that if you want the job 
you've got to accept the problems that 
are involved with. it. If you want the big 
job. it isn't all beer and skittles; it's a 
lot of great difficulties. And, above all, 
you have got to learn to trust in your own 
decisions. It's executive knowhow. it's 
toughness in its best sense, yet tough 
without overcompensating. And I think 
a lot of women are going to have to learn 
this lesson." 


Her learning experiences have been 


manifest in important areas. 


Claiming this to be the most finan- 


cially successful year the magazine has 
had in 91 years, Mrs. Hershey also re- 
ports an increase in advertising. One of 
which she is particularly proud is that of 
an automobile manufacturer. With De- 
troit often overlooking women in their 
advertising, she says the Journal went 
out to open communications with them.

They said that now up 
to 20 per cent of their customers are 
women. We played that in Detroit along 
with other proof that women are using 
and buying cars and showed that even 
when the man is involved in the decision 
making, women these days are often- 
times playing into that decision. So I 
think Detroit is finally recognizing our 
slogan. 'Never underestimate the power 
of a woman.' 


"I feel the slogan is more meaningful 


today than it ever was." she says.

Most kitchens have instant croutons 


on hand for use in soups and salads. 
They are in the form of unsweetened 
ready-to-eat cereals, such as puffed 
wheat, bite-sized shreaded wheat, corn 
or rice cereals. 


They may be toasted with a touch of 


butter in a 350-degree oven or used plain 
from the package. These cereals make 
excellent flavor additions to hot soups or 
cold salads. The creative cook can ex- 
periment with favorite herbs or season- 
ings such as garlic salt for toasting the 
cereal a few minutes in the oven. One 
idea is to add melted butter to the dry 
cereal, then sprinkle with parsley flakes 
for a parsley-buttered crouton. This 
combination goes well with creamed 
soups.

"Show me I'm not alone." 
"Well, who's knuckling under now?" 
"Now. don't you think I'm nicp1*" 
Sex says things so powerfully. Psy- 


chiatrist Carl Whitaker. University of 
Wisconsin-Madison, says, "In a 
strange hidden way. a couple who feels 
their marriage is cooling off may try to 
do something to warm it up. The wife, 
for instance, may casually refer to 
something that happened at a party. 


"The couple casually, subtly, without 


actually saying so. decides one of them 
is going to 'help.' It's sort of under- 
stood that one of them is going to have 
an affair." 


Whitaker says. "I think of affairs as 


being amateur psychotherapy efforts. 
This is a way of trying to bring some 
heat into the marriage. 


"About this time, the partner is 


allowed to 'discover' that an affair is 
going on. Then the marriage does get 
heated up. Sometimes it's successful. 
Many times it's just plain painful and 
not successful." he thinks. 


Sex makes a great weapon. Because 


it's so tied to a person's self-esteem, 
you can use it to influence, manipulate, 
punish and control your partner. 


This happens a lot. It probably hap- 


pens in every marriage some of the 
time. 


Maybe power struggles have been go- 


ing on in your marriage. In this book, 
"Sex Talk." Myron Brenton describes 
some of these destructive sex games 
people play. 


A popular one is "If you don't, I 


won't." This is a way of using sex to 
gain something. A wife who has to beg 
for money forces her husband to beg 
for sex. The idea is to deny sex until he 
gives in to something she wants — like 
a new car or more help on Saturdays. 


Another game is "Hands off; you 


haven't been good." . 


This is supposed to be a dandy way to 


get back at your partner for being 
mean to you. You feel so righteous. You 
can't think of a better way to keep your 
partner in line." 


The trouble is you defeat yourself. 


You withhold sex. Your spouse retali- 
ates by withholding something else. 
It's a constant struggle, getting bigger 
and bigger. 


Another cruel sex game is "I'm not 


interested; 
guess why?" 
Husbands 


may play it when they get angry or fed 
up with their marriages. They keep 
their wives anxious and guessing what 
they're doing wrong. 


A nasty way to show you're mad hap- 


pens at a party. You immediately leave 
your spouse and flirt outrageously with 
everybody in sight. You make sure 
your spouse sees. It's a great way to 
get even for slights, of saying, "Every- 
body turns me on but you." 


Sex is right up there with money and 


children as a primary battleground in 
marriage. If you feel hostile and en- 
raged or if you fear rejection, you may 
behave sexually in some of these de- 
structive ways. 


Unfortunately, you probably aren't 


fully aware of these feelings. You need 
to be more in touch with what's going 
on inside you. For a good marriage and 
good sex, you need to understand why 
you behave in such hurting ways. 


It's hard to respond sexually when 


you hate your partner, fear him or 
think you'll be rejected if you don't 
please. 


Learn to talk with your partner about 


your feelings and about this behavior 
that hurts. It's the number one way to 
begin improving your relationship. 


Remember, when you share what's 


going on within you, do it in a way that 
makes you and your partner feel good. 
Take both of you into account. Each is 
an important person.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - From thou- 


sands of years in the past has come the 
latest visual aid for Salt Lake area 
school children: the remains of a mam- 
moth, found in an apartment complex. 


Children by the hundreds, plus many 


curious adults, have flocked to the com- 
plex in the Salt Lake suburb of Sandy 
this week to watch scientists recover the 


- bones., 


The mammoth is an extinct species of 


'A very large elephant. 


Ron Griffin, a resident of the complex 


who discovered 
the skeleton last 


- Thursday while digging a drain trench, 


estimates an average of 1,000 persons 
have come to the site daily to watch the 
work. 


The discovery of the site literally in 


- someone's own back yard, as opposed to 


out-of-the-way places where prehistoric 
excavation work is more commonly 
done, has proved irresistible to school 
children. 


Some schools have run shuttle buses 


to the site so the children could watch as 
scientists probe delicately with dental 
picks, trowels and other small instru- 
ments to uncover the bones. The bones 


are at about the two-foot level, and dig- 
ging is going as deep as four feet. 


Tom Zeidler of the Utah Historical So- 


ciety says the bones are estimated at be- 
tween 11,000 and 20,000 years old, al- 
though a more precise dating has not yet 
been attempted. 


The Historical Society has been work- 


ing jointly on the project with Dr. James 
H. Madsen Jr. of the University of Utah, 
where the mammoth's remains will be 
stored at a museum. 


Zeidler says the diggers don't know 


yet whether they will have enough bones 
to reconstruct a skeleton. Thirty-five 
bones have been removed so far. Among 
the parts still missing are the skull and 
tusks. 


National Guardsmen erected a large 


tent over the site Thursday to prevent 
wet weather from damaging the ex- 
posed bones or from hindering the 
search. 


The area is thought to have once been 


swampland around Lake Bonneville, 
which thousands of years ago was a 
larger ancestor of the Great Salt Lake. 
Until the complex of 22 apartment build- 
ings was constructed about two years 
ago, the site was a pasture.

Woody Hayes gets 
public reprimand 


CHICAGO (AP)-Woody Hayes, Ohio 


• State's controversial Big Ten football 
coaching dean, has become the fi st vic- 
•tim of the Conference's new Sportsman- 
Jike Conduct Code. 
• Hayes, for his tirade following his top- 
ranked Buckeyes' 16-13 upset at Mich- 
igan State, Tuesday was publicly repri- 
manded by Conference Commissioner 
Wayne Duke and warned a one-game 
suspension will follow any repetition of 
his "unsportsmanlike conduct." 


Hayes berated game officials and 


Michigan State tactics after Ohio State 
failed to beat the clock with a last-sec- 
ond touchdown try which caused the 
East Lansing, Mich., contest to end in 
confusion and bedlam. 


Duke's ruling was based on a new 


code approved by the Conference last 
summer "to curtail the undesirable 
trends which have earmarked all of in- 
tercollegiate athletics." 


Hayes, in his 24th Buckeye season, 


was furious after Ohio State's Brian 
Baschnagel scoope&up a fumbled snap 
and darted into the end zone only to have 
the apparent winning touchdown can- 
celled because time ran out. 


Hayes blasted the officials for not call- 


ing a timeout when a big piteup was 
slow untangling after the preceding 
play. Not only were Michigan State 
players stalling in getting back on de- 
fense, Hayes charged, but they also 
grabbed and held Ohio State players to 
prevent their lining up for the crucial 
last play. 


"The officials were remiss," Hayes 


said. "You never have any explanation 
from them. They are not to be found any 


place." The official result was not an- 
nounced until a lengthy post-game con- 
ference between Duke and the officials. 


Duke said Hayes had "expressed pub- 


licly" his support o the new code di- 
rected against "any person who publicly 
is unduly critical of any game official, 
Conference personnel, another member 
institution, or its personnel." 


Duke said he would have to study the 


new code further to determine if it ap- 
plied only to the current season or fu- 
ture seasons as far as the second offense 
and a one-game suspension is con- 
cerned.

fourth place in the AP poll, sends his 
club against Iowa next Saturday at Iowa 
City, and then against arch-rival Mich- 
igan at Columbus, Ohio, for a Nov. 23 
regular season finale. 


The outspoken Hayes was short and 


sassy in his first public comment after 
being notified by Duke of his censure. 


In a telephone report to Iowa coach 


Bob Commings' weekly press luncheon, 
Hayes announced: "This is Coach Hayes 
and I have a statement, we'll be there 
Saturday." Then he hung up. 


Hayes long has worn his feelings on 


his shirtsleeves, and once before was re- 
buked by Duke. That was in Duke's first 
year as commissioner in 1971, when 
Hayes tore up sideline markers in a wild 
protest against failure of officials to call 
pass interference against Michigan.

early in the final period put the Bucks 
ahead 76-73. but the Celtics took the lead 
for good at 80-78 on a three point play by 
John Havlicek with 4:10 left. Two free 
throws by Don Chaney and a three point 
play by Silas wrapped it up at 89-81 with 
1:57 left. 


Celtics' Coach Tom Heinsohn said he

Sen. Proxmire, who now seems likely to establish a new 


tenure record among the 25 men Wisconsin has sent to the 
U.S. Senate since 1848. has developed a keen eye for some of 
the fiscal absurdities of the bloated national government. 


He has demonstrated this eye again in his complaint 


about the absurd ratio of generously paid civil servants in 
the federal government establishment, and the profligate 
pace at which they are being advanced beyond comparable 
officers and employes in private enterprise. 


The senator illustrated with the example of a "GS-12" as a

the same strange contrast applies in Madison, as several 
studies have shown latelv. 


A bush league play 


The men who call the plays for the Little League have fig- 


ured out how to return the title to American players who 
have been badly battered by foreign competition in world 
series play. They won't let those foreigners play. 


League officials, of course, are not saying that. They pro- 


fess concern for the high cost of travel for boys 12 and under 
from Taiwan or Japan to Williamsport, Pa. Not that the for- 
eign teams ever complained about the cost. Foreign teams, 
too, they say. play with a nationalistic fervor. Imagine 
playing to win for your country. We thought the Olympics 
had a corner on that market. 


In any case, league officials expect us to believe that their 


decision was unaffected by the fact that since foreign teams 
began competing in the Little League World Series in 1957 
the U.S. boys have lost once to a Mexican squad, twice to Ja- 
pan and the last four years in a row to Taiwan. 


It's about time that the title came back to the United 


States; after all, isn't baseball the ail-American sport? And 
what is more sporting than the Little League? Almost any- 
thing. 


Campaign law too generous 


When the legislature, with the willing collaboration of 


Gov. Lucey, junked the'ineffectual and widely defied election 
spending law several months ago and wrote an entire new 
chapter, there was a feeling in some quarters that the newly 
defined limitations were too generous. 


The experience of the candidates in the recent state and 


local election campaigns appears to have corroborated such 
reservations. 


Most of the major candidates did not approach the gross 


expenditure limitations set out in law. Many of them, indeed, 
may have wished that the legislature had been more con- 
servative. Their competitive positions would have been im- 
proved. Among them were most of the major Republican 
nominees for state office. 


Pundits everywhere, in the halls of academia as on the edi- 


torial desks, express indignant surprise or solemn regret, 
about the tens of thousands of voters who do not vote. Is it 
possible that many are "turned off" by the cacophony of 
repetitious boasting that is the essence of the typical elec- 
tronic election appeal? 


Is it not likely that the voter of taste, judgment and respon- 


sible conviction is as often offended as persuaded by the sim- 
plistic noise-making that tends to show more often a full 
purse than a reflective mind? 


A sailor who loves U.S. 


The release of the Lithuanian sailor Simas Kudirka, was. 


of all things, an anticlimax. And there was a lot of face-sav- 
ing all around. 


Four years ago seaman Kudirka was a radio operator on 


the Soviet Ship Sovetskaya patrolling in North Atlantic wa- 
ters not far from the New England coast. The Russian ship 
tied up to the United States Coast Guard Cutter Vigilant so 
that the officers of the two ships could discuss fishing rights, 
a touchy issue near New England. Kudirka jumped from his 
ship to the American one and asked for asylum. Instead the 
Russian officers were permitted to send crewmen on board 
the Vigilant and drag Kudirka back, giving him a trouncing 
on the way. Back in Russia, Kudirka was tried for treason 
and sentenced to ten years in prison. 


There was a fuss about the incident in this country. The 


traditional United States right of asylum had been violated. 
Not only that. United States officers had concurred in the 
breach. Two of the Coast Guard officers involved retired 
from sen-ice a bit ahead of time. 


Then it turned out that Seaman Kudirka's mother had 


been born in Brooklyn and had moved to Lithuania before 
that country was annexed to the Soviet Union. The United 
States Department of State declared that Kudirka was an 
American citizen, only no one seemed willing to risk a nu- 
clear war over the matter. The Russians saw it that way. too, 
and Kudirka was ordered released last summer. He's been 
joined in New York by his mother, wife and family. 


Now that it's all over, maybe we can say the incident 


wasn't handled so abominably after all. Russian citizens are 
none the wiser and Americans can feel smugly self-right- 
eous. 


But it's not likely Russian ships will be tying up to United 


States Coast Guard cutters any more. 
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An appeal to Jews to help Christians 


Do you read the London Times? (Neither do I. 


but someone sent me a copy.) Unless it happens 
that you do. you probably are not aware of a 
recent communication from Dr. Andrei Sakha- 
rov. the famous Russian dissident physicist. 
Sakharov's latest act of valor has been to pro- 
test, along with three colleagues in the Soviet 
human rights movement, a recent act of oppres- 
sion by the Soviet Union. 


The appeal tells us that a Georgy Vins will be 


tried in his home city of Kiev under Article 209-1 
of the Ukrainian Criminal Code. This article pe- 
ra!:;es the infringement of citizens' rights on 
the pretext of conducting religious rites. 


Apparently Soviet authorities have relied 


more and more on this particular article be- 
cause it provides for a longer prison sentence — 
10 years plus exile - than other articles com- 
monly applied to believers. 


It appears that, in fact, Vins is being charged 


with "living on the means of believers and, in 
this way. infringing their material rights." But, 
the appeal points out, "it is obvious and well 
known that the church puts no compulsion on 
believers to contribute money. 


"And second," Sakharov continues, "how can 


the authorities make such charges when, for 
their devotion to God, believers are fined thou- 
sands of rubles, all their religious literature is 
confiscated and destroyed during hundreds of 
house searches, musical instruments are de- 
stroyed, prayer houses are razed, parents have 


their children removed from them, and the road 
to any education beyond secondary school is bar- 
red to young believers?" 


Now there are several extraordinary things 


here. Not the persecution of yet another Chris- 
tian — that is a staple of Communist oppression 
in the Soviet Union. It is remarkable that Sakha- 
rov. himself an atheist, should bestir himself — 
should honor the freedom of religious con- 
science even of those who disagree with him. Ex- 
traordinary, and noble. 


Another remarkable feature of this story is 


that Sakharov's appeal was addressed to the 
World Council of Churches two weeks ago, and 
at this writing, has not, so far as I am aware, 
been acknowledged. 


What is unremarkable about it is that the per- 


secution of Vins. and of his fellow Christians, 
causes not a ripple in the Christian world. If I 
were a Christian living in the Soviet Union, 1 
would address my appeals not to Christian au- 
thorities outside the Iron Curtain, but to Jewish 
groups. It is they and only they who have the 
conscience left to protest. 


The Palestinian Liberation Organization prob- 


ably has tortured and murdered a few hundred 
people in the past 20 years. In protest against 
their spokesman being invited to the United Na- 
tions, organized Jewish groups mounted the 
most impressive meeting in recent New York 
history. 


Only a few weeks ago, Sen. Henry M. Jack- 


son's protest against Soviet restrictions on Jew- 
ish emigration finally cracked the impasse: And 
for the first time we can remember, we faced 
down the Soviet Union, which has promised to 


swell the quota hugely. I really do not think it 
has occurred to the Democratic senator from 
Washington to introduce complementary legis- 
lation denying favorable economic treatment to 
the Soviet" Union unless it grants religious lib- 
erty to Vins. 


He. of course, is only a symbol, as Sakharov's 


protest shows, citing the systematic and contin- 
ued persecutions. In 1974 there have been (so 
far) a dozen trials of Russian Baptists. Indeed, a 
second appeal of Sakharov concerns the immi- 
nent trial of six Lithuanian Catholics. 


It, too, is addressed by Sakharov to the World 


Council of Churches, but also to the 1974 Synod 
of the Roman Catholic Church, which, until re- 
cently, was meeting in Rome. 


Both bodies were asked "to speak out in de- 


fense of the people who have been arrested for 
their religious beliefs." Maybe one of these bod- 
ies has done so. but not in my presence. Or 
yours, I warrant. 


The World Council of Churches has been too 


busy denouncing Rhodesia to worry about the 
Soviet Union. The Catholics are trying to put 
some order back into their house, and if there is 
great concern among the bishops for the perse- 
cution'of Christians in Russia and China, they 
must have given up that concern for Lent — 
about 10 years ago, which is the last time I 
heard, from a pulpit, a denunciation of Commu- 
nist persecution of the Christians. 


I do not expect to hear any such denunciations 


from Jackson's pulpit. So I say this quite since- 
rely: This is an appeal to American Jews to put 
pressure on American Christians to help Rus- 
sian Christians.

Two men with similar names 


MADISON — The wave of Democratic 


votes that last week elevated two young 
and ambitious men named La Follette to 
relatively conspicuous places in the 
state Capitol poses some intriguing pos- 
sibilities for the future. 


Bronson La Follette as the attorney 


general-elect is preparing for his instal- 
lation in an office that will make him a 
newsmaker of substantial stature even 
if he does not consciously employ the 
kind of press agentry that is now re- 
garded as elementary in public places. 


Douglas LaFollette will be in the of- 


fice of secretary of state, where Zim- 
mermans have presided for so many 
years that the memory of constituents is 
usually unable to recall any other in- 
cumbent. 


It is a minor office, by comparison 


with the command of the state Depart- 
ment of Justice. But precisely because it 
has so little power or function, the per- 
son who holds it is able to concentrate on 
politics and campaigning and personal 
publicity without ever running the risk 
of an accusation that he is neglecting 
important work. 


The attorney general-elect suggested 


during his campaign that he is not inter- 
ested in elevation beyond the attorney 
generalship. 


Nobody will pretend that any such 


suggestion would be binding." More 
likely it was intended as a kind of ac- 
knowledgment that he was sorry later 
that he left the office after he had won it 


in a substantial vote some years ago, 
when he was persuaded to make a vain 
run for the governorship that led to six 
years of political exile. 


But no such renunciation is likely to 


come from the other LaFollette. Indeed, 
had Douglas LaFollette been concerned 
primarily with public service, he could 
have performed far more effectively in 
his state Senate seat — especially with 
the Democrats winning a majority role 
this year — than is conceivable in the 
basically clerical function of the secre- 
tary of state's humble household. 


But Douglas LaFollette is not espe- 


cially concerned about the limitations 
and the mostly routine duties of his new 
place. He is looking ahead. Having won 
a statewide office, he can, as a practical 
matter, exploit it for the next four years 
in pursuit of a political following that 
one day may reward him with some- 
thing better. 


He cannot and won't acknowledge 


such a plan. But everyone knows that if 
he is seriously concerned with having a 
part in the politics of his time, his role 
as a member of the ruling party in the 
legislature could have had 20 times the 
impact of his stewardship of a minor 
clerical division of the state adminis- 
tration. 


Thus the circumstance of two young 


men bearing a magic name is one of the 
intriguing by-products of a strange po- 
litical year. 


There has been no recent suggestion 


that the two young men, whose names 
recall historic chapters in Wisconsin 
history, have a relationship that is less 
than correct. But most observers of 
Capitol affairs doubt that it will ever be 
truly friendly. 


When Secretary of State-designate La- 


Follette ran for a congressional nomi- 
nation in southeastern Wisconsin ear- 
lier, he claimed a relationship with the 
celebrated Wisconsin family. Later he 
amended the assertion sufficiently so 
that today news reporters routinely call 
it a "shirttail" connection. It is known 
that Bronson La Follette resented the in- 
cident. 


On the day that the attorney general- 


elect made his formal announcement of 
candidacy last summer, someone asked 
him to define whatever distant degree of 
consanguinity might exist. His reply 
was terse and had such a tone of finality 
that it was clear he intended that the 
subject would never arise again. 


For his part, Douglas LaFollette has 


appeared quite content to drop the mat- 
ter.

league. 


"I hope to improve at first base." Gar- 


vey said on learning of the honor. "I'll 
not be satisified with what I did this 
year.;' 


What he did this year was to win MVP 


honors at the All-Star 'game, lead the 
Dodgers to the National League pennant 
and be voted the MVP in his league by 
baseball writers. 


'-'We have one thing left - the World 


Series," declared Garvey, whose club 
lost to Oakland four games to one in this 
year's title event, 


Garvey admitted the honor came as no 


surprise, figuring he and Brock, the 
new stolen bases king, would probably 
be the leading two. 


"The biggest honor I received this 


year was a little baby girl," Garvey told 
a news conference. "But as far as pro- 
fessional baseball is concerned, this 
Most Valuable Player award has to be in 
the category of indivudual achievement 
all by itself." 


Garvey was playing in the World 


Series at Oakland when his wife, Cyndy, 
gave birth to their first child, a daugh- 
ter named Krisha Lee. 


Garvey was a write-in-vote starter at 


first base in the AllStar game. During 
the season, he hit .312 with 111 runs-bat- 
tedin and 21 home runs. 


Garvey, 27, becomes the seventh Dod- 


ger to win the MVP award. He was pre- 
ceded by Jake Daubert, 1913; Dazzy 
Vance. 1924; Dolph Camilli. 1941; 
Jackie Robinson, 1949; Roy Campanella 
1951, 1953 and 1955; Don Newcombe, 
1956; Maury Wills. 1962, and Sandy Kou- 
fax, 1963. 


Three Dodgers finished among the 


first five in the voting and of the 24 first- 
place votes, 16 went to Los Angeles 
players — 13 to Garvey, two to Jimmy 
Wynn and one to Mike Marshall, the re- 
lief specialist who won the Cy Young 
Award as the top pitcher in the league. 


Garvey received a total of 270 votes 


followed by Brock with 233, Marshall, 
146, Johnny Bench of Cincinnati, 141, 
and Wynn with 137. Mike Schmidt of 
Philadelphia had 131. 


Garvey aimed at winning his major 


league job as a third baseman, but 
failed when given a chance there for the 
Dodgers in 1972. 


The club still wanted the value of his 


batting and used him as a pinch hitter 
early in 1973. Success in that role won 
him the first-base job despite the fact he 
stands only 5-feet-10 and is right- 
handed. 


He proved a standout at first during 


the latter half of 1973 and started there 
the past season, proving as adept with 
the glove as with the bat.

>. Vehicle: every device In. upon or bv which any 


person or property Is or mov be transported or 
drawn upon a highway, excepting devices used ex- 
clusively upon stationary rails or tracks. 


2. Registration reaulred 
a. No person, who resides within the city of Apple- 


ton, shall ride or propel a blcvcle on any street or 
upon any blcvcle lane, bike route, or blcvcle way 
unless such bicycle has been registered and a cur- 
rent registration plate and or sticker Is attached 
thereto as provided herein. This section shall not ap- 
plv to the use of newly purchased bicycle during the 
10 day period Immediately following the purchase of 
the blcvcle. 


b. At the lime of the Issuance of any such registra- 


tion plate os herein provided, the applicant shall pav 
a registration fee. Registration tags Issued in accor- 
dance with this section shall be attached to the bl- 
cvcle Immediately otter Issuance.

Citv ol Appieton and to such nonresidents who oper- 
ate bicycles upon the streets ot the Citv of Appieton 
habitually or frequently.

b. The registration period shall begin January 1 of 


each odd numbered year and extend through De- 
cember 31 ot the following even numbered year. The 
registration fee shall be S2.00 except that during the 
second veor of the two year registration period it 
shall be SI.00. 


4. Inspection of Bicvcle 
a. The licensing authority, or any person assigned 


such responsibility, shall inspect each blcvcle before 
registering the same and shall refuse registration 
for any bicycle which he determines to be In unsafe 
mechanical condition. 


5. Issuance ol License 
a. The licensing authority, or other designated au- 


thority, upon receiving proper application therefore, 
Is authorized to Issue a blcvcle registration which 
shall be valid tor the remainder ol the two year li- 
censing period. 


b. The licensing authority shall not Issue a regis- 


tration for any blcvcle when he knows or has rea- 
sonable ground to believe that the applicant is not 
the owner of or entitled to the possession of such 
Slcvclc. 


c. The licensing authorltv shall keep a record of 


the number of each registration, the date Issued, the 
name and address of the person to whom issued, the 
serial number of the.frame of the blcvcle tor which 
Issued, and a record of all bicycle registration fees 
collected. Registration forms and registration plates 
and/or stickers shall be serially numbered to coin- 
cide with each other. 


d. If a blcvcle does not hove a serial number and if 


ownership can be proven, the licensing authority 
shall assign one to said bicycle.

and/or sticker bearing the registration number as- 
signed to the blcvcle. the name of the city and the 
calendar years for which issued.

The registra- 
tion shall thereupon be changed to show the name of 
the new owner. 


8. Lost Registration Tag 
a. In the event that an owner shall lose his regis- 


tration tog or same destroyed, stolen or defaced, he 
shall report same Immediately to the Police Depart- 
ment, which shall then Issue to such owner o new 
rcoistratlon tag at o cost of 50 cents. 


9. Alteration ol Registration Tag 
a. It shall be unlawful for any person to alter or 


counterfeit any registration too Issued in conformitv 
with this ordinance. 


10. Non-Resident 
a. Any non-resident may operate o bicycle which 


is duly registered In any municipality, and eculopec 
with a registration too without obtaining a local rcg 
istration, provided that such other municipality 
wherein said blcvcle Is registered, extends the same 
privilege. 


b. Bicyclists must comply with local traffic ordi- 


nances. 


11. Unclaimed or Unidentified Bicycles 
0. All abandoned bicycles and unidentified bl-

12. Traffic Ordinances Apply to Persons Operating

20. Obedience to Tralllc-Control Devices 
a. Any person operating a blcvcle shall obey the 


Instructions of official traffic-control devices appli- 
cable to vehicles, unless otherwise directed by a po- 
lice officer. 


21. Stopping, Turning & Signaling 
a. No blcvcle operator shall stop, slow down, or 


turn without giving an arm signal reauired bv state 
law lor the operation ol motor vehicles. The oper- 
ator of a bicvcie shall give such signal continuously 
during not less than the last 50 ft. travelled before 
turning. 


b. Stopping: No person may stop or suddenly de- 


crease the speed ol a vehicle without first giving an 
appropriate signal In the manner provided in 
s.346.35 of Wis. Statutes to the operator of anv ve- 
hicle Immediately to the rear when there is opportu- 
nity to give such signal. This subsection does not op- 
ply to the operator ol a bicvcie approaching an 
olllclal stop sign or traffic control signal. 


c. Whenever authorized signs are erected Indicat- 


ing that no right or left turn or U-turn Is permitted, 
no person operating a blcvcle shall disobey the di- 
rection of anv such sign, except where such person 
dismounts from the bicycle to make any such turn, 
in which event such person shall then obey the regu- 
lations applicable to pedestrians.

the UWO political science department 
and doing research and teaching at that 
time at the University of Dacca. He is a 
native of Bangladesh and his wife is an 
American. 


West Pakistan and East Pakistan 


were one country, although different in 
ethnic makeup and economy and sepa- 
rated by portions of India. East Pakis- 
tan won its independence and estab- 
lished itself as Bangladesh with Dacca 
as its capital. 


"We had become friends during the 


1970-71 period when we were both in 
Dacca and he spoke to some of my 
classes at the University of Dacca," 
Khan said of his acquaintance with 
Blood. 


"But then in March of 1971, things be- 


gan to get rough. The Bengalis wanted 
autonomy and could not get it. An im- 
pass'e had developed and the military 
decided to put down the movement by 
force on the evening of March 25. It was 
a cold-bloCded, organized program of 
massacre. 


"That next morning Archer Blood in 


his car with the American flags flying 
and I in another car toured the univer- 
sity area where I showed him the bodies 
of my colleagues who had been killed. 


"On March 31 the Pakistani military 


wanted to get some of those not involved 
militarily but who were intellectually 
involved," Khan continued. "I had been 
doing research on the move for auton- 
omy and had written several articles. 


"About 1 a.m. on April 1 they came to 


my house, scaled the outer wall like 
commandos and knocked on the door 
several times. My wife and I and our 
young son, Tamiz, who was 2 at the 
time, locked ourselves into an upstairs 
bathroom. 


"The pounding on the downstairs door 


continued. I finally called out r<- 
'a 


their native Pakistani lang—«t •" 
' 


what they wanted and my wife shouted, 
'We are Americans!' 


"I called to them that I wanted to talk 


to their officer in charge and wanted 


him there before we came down. My 
wife insisted on going down with me. 


"When they saw that she was an 


American they apologized and said they 
did not know her husband was a Pakis- 
tani. They thought the occupants were 
Bengalis." 


Blood came later that morning with 


some members of his staff and warned 
the Khans to get out and that Mrs. Khan, 
being an American, should list her hus- 
band as her dependent, the UWO profes- 
sor said. 


"On April 5 I got word to leave by 


plane the next day/' Khan said. "We 
were taken to the plane and got on. 
While waiting to take off, an announce- 
ment came over the speaker that there 
were electrical storms in the area and 
the plane would not be leaving for a 
while. I wondered if this was another 
ploy which might prevent my leaving. 


"We had to get off and wait in the ter- 


minal. Archer Blood sat on one side of 
me and his economic officer on the 
other. A Pakistani soldier with a ma- 
chine gun came and stood in front of 
me," Khan continued. 


"I thought this was it. They were go- 


ing to take me away. Blood and the eco- 
nomic officer stood up as if to protect 
me. The soldier spoke to me in the Pa- 
kistani language and I replied. He then 
put his hand into his pocket and gave me 
a letter which he wanted me to mail to 
his family from Karachi when we 
landed. 


"A storm did develop and after it sub- 


sided, we got back on the plane and left. 
My wife and son had American pass- 
ports while mine was a Pakistan pass- 
port. I had not completed the residency 
requirement for U.S. citizenship at the 
time," Khan explained. 


The UWO professor said he could not 


speak highly enough of the American 
consul general in Dacca and his stand on 
behalf of the Bengalis and the sup- 
pressed people of Pakistan.

health insurance, an overall consumer 
agency in Washington, no-fault automo- 
bile insurance, strong economic con- 
trols and tax reform. 


The American Medical Association, 


the principal opponent of mandatory 
health insurance, already has softened 
its stand because so many of its support- 
ers were defeated for re-election. 


At the same time, the committee for 


national health insurance has declared 
that the new Congress "offers the best 
opportunity yet for a decent national 
health security program." So this battle 
has begun even before all the official re- 
sults of the election are in. 


Chances for a new federal consumer 


agency and a national system of no-fault 
auto insurance also have improved sub- 
stantially. The agency idea was shelved 
in the Senate in September by only two 
votes when a move to shut off a filibus- 
ter against the bill failed by only that 
margin to attain the required two-thirds 
vote. 


A hard core of Republicans and South- 


ern Democrats who conducted the fili- 
buster against the measure has been re- 
duced by at least four and possibly as 
much as six votes because of the elec- 
tions. Senators in this group who will 
not be back next year include: 


Edward Gurney, R-Fla.; Peter Do- 


minick, R-Colo.; Sam Ervin, D-N.C., 
who helped lead the filibuster; J. Wil- 
liam Fulbright, D-Ark.; Wallace Ben- 
nett, R-Utah; and Milton Young, R-N.D. 


Successors to Gurney, Dominick, Er- 


vin and Fulbright appear to be some- 
what less conservative, although re- 
placements for Bennett and Young (if 
his defeat is confirmed by the official 
canvass) may not vote any differently 
on consumer matters. 


Other senators who voted often 


against consumer legislation but who 
won't be back are George Aiken, R-Vt.; 
Marlow Cook, R-Ky.; Norris Cotton, R- 
N.H.; and Alan Bible, D-Nev. Success- 
ors to Cook and Aiken are less conserva- 
tive on economic matters. 


Also enhancing the legislative outlook 


for consumer bills is the new alignment 
of committee chairman. These include 
William Proxmire, D-Wis., who will 
succeed John Sparkman, D-Ala., as 
head of the banking committee, and 
Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., who will 
chair government operations, replacing 
Ervin. 


In the House of Representatives, an 


increased liberal tinge also will be 
apparent next January because of the 
influx of so many new Democrats and 
liberal Republicans. But committee 
chairmanships will continue to be domi- 
nated by conservative Southern Demo- 
crats. 


Leaders of both houses already have 


started talking about a "mandate" from 
the people for stronger economic mea- 
sures to curb inflation. They obviously 
feel a new responsibility to act, espe- 
cially if President Ford chooses not to 
offer anything stronger than he has pro- 
posed. 


Adding to the feeling of a mandate is 


the high visibility of economic matters 
in campaign debate. Not for a long time 
has any election been so dominated by 
discussion over prices, environment 
and other consumer matters.

Kaukauna schools 
to spend $4.6 million 


KAUKAUNA - The board of educa- 


tion Tuesday approved a 1975 budget 
calling for expenditures of $4,679,656, of 
which $2,763,639 is to be raised through 
tax levy.

This compares to a 1974 budget of 


$4,164,367, of which $2,821,101 
was 


raised through tax levy. Prior to final 
adoption, the budget will be studied by 
the fiscal control board at 7 p.m., Nov. 
21 in the city hall council chambers. 


Citing the drop in tax levy, Business 


Manager Thomas Nytes said that due to 
changes in state laws, the city of Kan- 
kauna's share has been reduced by 
$617,000 during the last two years which 
represents about a $6 per $1,000 as- 
sessed valuation drop in the tax rate. 


Overall, the budget calls for a 12.37 


per cent increase in expenditures, but a 
58 per cent increase in state aids en- 
abled the district tax levy to decline, 
Nytes said. He also said that due to the 
machinery and equipment tax exemp- 
tion which changes the assessed value of 
municipalities, Kaukauna would be re- 
sponsible for 60 per cent of the budget in 
1975, compared with 68 per cent in 1974. 


Administrative costs in the budget 


amount to $71,185, compared with 
$66,248 last year, and accounts for 1.7 
per cent of the total budget. Instruc- 
tional costs jumped from $2,361,069 to 
$2,706,002 and represents 66.5 per cent 
of the total budget, compared with 66 
per cent last year. 


Attendance costs increased from 


$5,729 to $6,546; health services declined 
from $16,405 to $10,820 and pupil trans- 
portation costs increased from $181,103 
to $189,670. The latter represents 4.7 per 
cent of the total budget. Operational 
costs which account for 7.2 per cent of 
the budget show an increase from 
$271,297 to $294,120. 


Maintenance costs jumped from 


$81,130 to $103,778 and accounts for 2.6 
per cent of the budget. Fixed charges, 
which accounts for 14.6 per cent of the 
budget were increased from $503,346 to 
$593,293. Debt service increased from

Many happenings 
in '74 were favorable 


Hasn't anything gone right on the eco- 


nomic front in 1974? Sure, many things 
of great importance have gone right- 
but they primarily fall into the category 
of tragic events that might have hap- 
pened but have not. To illustrate: 


* The major oil-consuming nations 


have not turned inward and become bit- 
ter competitors for any oil the producers 
agree to supply. On the contrary, 10 
countries that import 80 per cent of the 
world's oil have formed a cartel of our 
own to "secure oil supplies on reason- 
able and equitable terms." The 10 which 
have united into an International 
Energy Agency include the U.S., Japan 
and leading nations of Europe (with the 
exception of Norway and France). V.'e 
have pledged to create huge oil' stock- 
piles and to share both total production 
and imports should we be slapped with 
another oil embargo. This very recogni- 
tion that we are now all parts of a world 
economy and that the trading nations 
will go up or down together is in itself 
exhilarating good news of potentially 
enormous meaning. 


Banking system holds up 


* The international banking system 


has not broken down, despite failures of 
Herstatt in Germany, lesser institutions 
in Italy, Britain and elsewhere, and the 
bankruptcy of the giant Franklin Na- 
tional in the U.S. The Central Bankers 
actually have publicly stated they will 
assist banks that get into trouble and 
thus threaten to set off a domino-like 
series of failures. Depositors in insured 
institutions in the U.S. have not lost a 
penny. Public confidence remains high. 


* Even the weakest among our Euro- 


pean allies have not collapsed. Italy has 
indeed been rescued again; Britain- 
through some genius of her own—is still 
muddling through, the Common Market 
is very much alive and indulging in its 
usual cranky squabbling. 


* A predicted mass flight from the 


J.S. dollar into "things" has not oc- 
curred-even though for months our 
economic policies were non-policies. 
U.S. consumers have instead raised 
their rate of savings to almost 8 cents 
put of every dollar of disposable income, 
in face of the fact that real incomes are 
down from a year ago. While, of course, 
this reflects a deep sense of insecurity, 
it also indicates a continued faith in the 
U.S. dollar as a medium of value. 


Shortages have been easing 


* The dire forecasts of fundamental 


and prolonged scarcities of vital prod- 
ucts and raw materials have not held 
up. Shortages have been easing in areas 
ranging from nails to newsprint, from 
copper to cotton, from utility poles to 
electric wire and cable. Shortages are 
expected to ease for many more prod- 
ucts in 1975, including such essentials 
as fertilizer and chemical fibres. Areas 
where supplies are expected to remain 
tight for a long time are shrinking. • 


* We have not been hit -by a devas- 


tating.credit crunch. Credit has been ex- - 
cruciatingly tight, with mortgage 
money all but unavailable in some re- 
gions. Loans have been horribly expen- 
sive, with even top-rated borrowers pay- 
ing 12 to 15 per cent for loans and the 
U.S. govermment itself forced to pay 
above 9 per cent for short-term money. 
But the eerie credit squeezes of 1966 and 
1970—when money just seemed to disap- 
pear —have not been repeated. Federal. 
Reserve Board chairman Burns prom- 
ised to keep credit flowing—and it has. 


* The U.S. has not been compelled to 


retreat in foreign trade. In fact, when 
the distortions caused by our expensive 
oil imports and huge agricultural ex- 
ports are eliminated, we show impres- 
sive competitive gains in trade with our 
major commercial rivals and trading 
partners. We have been achieving much 
bigger surpluses in our trade with the 
Common Market this year than last. The 
red ink in our balance of payments re- 
sulting from oil imports is far different 
from the destructive deficits resulting 
in the early 1970s from the fact that our 
dollar was dreadfully overvalued. The 
U.S. dollar today is more fairly priced 
than in many years— neither dan- 
gerously overvalued nor undervalued— 
and it has more than held its own as an 
international medium of exchange dur- 
ing a period when all currency rates 
have been "floating" in value against 
each other. Floating also has not be- 
come a synonym for "drowning" and 
the world is accepting an evolution of 
our monetary system. 


* Finally, the world has not been 


struck by the catastrophic depression 
(of the 1929-32 variety) feared1 by 51 per 
cent of Americans recently polled by 
Gallup. 


Rather, the probability is growing 


that inflation will moderate from now on 
and the recession will end in 1975. The 
debate centers not on whether or when 
the downturn will end but, rather, on 
whether it will end next year in a V- 
shape or a saucer-shape—a sharp down 
and brisk up or a slow down, a bumping 
along bottom and a sluggish swing up. 
But depression? No.

Evans and Novak 
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Israel fears it's being 
deserted by Americans 


WASHlNGTON-The huge, emotional 


pro-Israel domonstration in New York's 
United Nations Plaza last week took 
place only because of the strong but cov- 
ert approval of the Israel government, 
signalling a significant policy change in 
Israel reflecting its new sense of isola- 
tion. 


According to one leader-of the in- 


fluential American Jewish community 
sponsors of the rally (which was aimed 
at the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion) "got their signals plain and clear 
from Jerusalem." Although the Israeli 
government could have stopped the 
demonstration wi:h one word, it encour- 
aged the American Jewish leaders 
Moreover, Moshe Dayan and Abba 
Eban. Israel's two most famous politi- 
cians, would never have addressed the 
rally without permission from Rabin's 
government. 


Israel fears it's being deserted 


The reason: Israel now feels greater 


isolation than at any time since its 
founding 25 years ago. Worse, it fears 
President Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger may be moving toward 
recognizing the existence of the PLO— 
along with almost every other country in 
the world. The rally showed the Ford ad- 
ministration Israel's huge reservoir of 
militant Americans eager to plead Is- 
rael's case. 


Prime Minister Itzhak Rabin's gov- 


ernment feels beleaguered in the wake 
of the UN invitation to the PLO to 
present its case for an independent Pa- 
lestinian state. 


In February 1970, when the militant 


Jewish Defense League (JDL) and other 
Pro-Israeli partisans demonstrated in 
Chicago against 
the late President 


Georges Pompidou of France in protest 
against his pro-Arab* stance, the Israeli 
government and leading American Jew- 
ish organizations were furious. Israel's 
policy then was to keep a low profile in 
the U.S. on grounds that noisy pro-Is- 
raeli rallies might boomerang. 


A footnote: U.S. security agencies are 


genuinely frightened about keeping 
peace when PLO leaders arrive in New 
York for the UN debate'. Anti-Arab hos- 
tility inside New York's large Jewish 
community is now at a peak. 


The impatient Mr. Brezhnev 


When Secretary of State Henry Kiss- 


inger entered the 
Kremlin Oct. 24 to 


begin strategic arms conversations, he 
was taken aback as Soviet party boss 
Leonid Brezhnev immediately took him 
to task for failing to deliver on long- 
promised trade concessions. 


Kissinger was ready to begin serious 


explorations of the arms question. But 
Brezhnev opened by complaining at 
length that the Soviet Union had now 
agreed to U.S. demands for freer emi- 
gration of Russian Jews in return for 
most-favored-nation 
"trading status. 


Even.so, Congress-had-not acted and 
showed no "signs of acting. What was 
wrong? 


Actually the Soviet Union had backed 


down on the emigration question only 
six days earlier. Brezhnev also was well 
aware that Congress was in recess until 
after the American elections. Still. 
Brezhnev was making clear his irrita- 
tion with Kissinger's inability to deliver 
the goods. 


Arab leaders also irritated 


Arab leaders, particularly Egyptians, 


are showing the same irritation over 
refusal by Congress to approve the aid 
package pledged by Kissinger as an in- 
tegral part of a Mideast peace settle- 
ment. In the new heavily Democratic 
and potentially neo-isofationist Con- 
gress, Kissinger's ability io ucii\ci on 
promises may decline rather than in- 
prove. 


Lassitude at the White House in re- 


cruiting a nesv cabinet will probably 
deprive President Ford of the valuable 
services of former Gov. Linwood Holton 
of Virginia. 


Since leaving Richmond last January 


at the end of his term as governor, Hol- 
ton has been filling a post obviously be- 
low his capabilities: Assistant Secre- 
tary of State for congressional affairs. 
Mr. Ford's transition chief, former Gov. 
William Scranton 
of 
Pennsylvania, 


listed Holton as a potential cabinet ap- 
pointment. What's more, it has been 
made clear that Holton may accept a lu- 
crative private appointment unless he is 
named to the cabinet. 


Nevertheless, the White House has 


made no contact whatever with Holton, 
who is therefore likely to enter law prac- 
tice in Washington soon. Nor have other 
Republican progressives, including El- 
liot Richardson and William Ruck- 
elshaus. been contacted. 


Top Ford aides fear a new cabinet 


dominated by such moderates would en- 
rage Gov. Ronald Reagan of California 
and stimulate a third-party movement. 
That is a principal reason why there is 
no cabinet shakeup in immediate view. 


In addition, conservative political 


aides at the White House are deeply in- 
fluenced by right-wing Virginia Re- 
publicans, blood enemies of Holton. In 
truth, private polls taken for other poli- 
ticians last year showed Holton to be the 
state's most popular political figure 
even after four years as governor. 


A footnote: Mr. Ford will be urged by 


key advisers not to follow his inclination 
to name to his cabinet old congressional 
comrudeb defeated last Tuesday—espe- 
cially Rep. Wiley Mayne of Iowa as Sec- 
retary of Agriculture.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP)'- Rep. 


Wilbur D. Mills says Congress must act 
to begin phasing out the oil depletion al- 
lowance when it reconvenes next Mon- 
day. 


In his first" interview following his re- 


election Nov. 5 to a 19th term, the Ar- 
kansas Democrat also said Tuesday he 
would urge President Ford to ask Con- 
gress for a wage and price commission. 
At the same time he called for changes 
in the individual income tax laws. 


Instead of waiting until next January, 


Mills, chairman of the Ways Means 
Committee, said Congress must impose 
an 85 per cent windfall profits tax on oil 
companies for profits they make in 1974 
and 1975. 


The windfall profits tax proposal 


would would allow oil companies to rein- 
vest the profits primarily for research 
and development of new reserves. 


This proposal would be retroactive to 


last Jan. 1. Mills said he did not want to 
wait until next year to enact a measure 
that would be retroactive to Jan. 1,1974, 
but he said if Congress chose to wait it 
was plain that the oil companies have 
"been on notice about this for a long 
time" and the same retroactive date 
could stand. 


Mills said the nation needs a wage and 


price commission to act against future 
price and wage increases that greatly 
exceed increases in the cost of living for 
workers or materials for manufac- 
turers. 


The congressman said the commis- 


sion that he envisioned might in se- 
lected cases — he mentioned oil and 


sugar industry profits — roll back past 
price increases by some companies if 
they "exorbitantly exceeded" the price 
increases the companies had to pay for 
the goods they use. 


The income tax proposals Mills said 


he wanted action on this year would in- 
crease the minimum standard deduc- 
tion for individual income tax returns 
for calendar 1974 income from $1,300 to

come a maximum standard deduction of 
ny2 per cent with a limit of $2,500.

Stimulants can offset 
attacks of cataplexy 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My husband 


went to a neurologist and was found to 
have cataplexy. His symptoms are loss 
of strength in arms and legs when be- 
coming overly excited or overly angry 
He does not become unconscious, and 
immediately gets up after an attack. 


The doctor said it could disappear in a 


short time or could continue indefini- 
tely Could you give me any idea of what- 
kind of medication might help? — 
R.R.S. 


You have described cataplexy well. It 


can be a transient loss of strength, or 
may involve muscle rigidity when the 
patient is excited. 


(It can be a part of narcolepsy involv- 


ing an abnormal urge to sleep, but you 
don't mention that in this case.) 


Various types of stimulants are used 


to offset this condition, and I assume 
from your letter thar the neurologist did 
not prescribe any, evidently preferring 
to wait and see whether the trouble 
would pass - as it can do. 


But since the trouble is continuing 


and becoming more frequent, I suggest 
that your husband go back to the neuro- 
logist and tell him how the situation is 
progressing so he can take appropriate 
measures. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am 18, have 


high blood pressure and am 65 pounds 
overweight. My pressure goes as high as 
185/110. Do you think it might be dan- 
gerous to me? — Mrs. G.B.

dangerous to you, and the longer it goes 
on. the more damage it will do. It is high 
for a person your age. 


There's no single, simple answer. You 


must, of course, start getting rid of that 
extra poundage. But you should be un- 
der the care of a physician because 
there are various causes of high blood 
pressure, and a doctor can find out what 
they are. You can't. 


As an added thought. I'm sure you 


will benefit from reading my booklet, 
"Controlling Your Blood Pressure."

Outside U. N. headquarters on the 


East River, a small group of about 100 
demonstrators chanted, "Murderers! 
Murderers!" as limousines carrying 
Arafat's aides drew up to the United Na- 
tions entrance. Other than that the area 
was clear and under heavy police guard. 


Arafat arrived earlier at the United 


Nations by helicopter from John F. Ken- 
nedy Airport under unprecedented secu-

Consumers disagree with 
economic council priorities 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The govern- 


ment's inflation watchdog agency is di- 
recting its first major effort at super- 
markets which raise the price of goods 
already on display. But a prominent 
consumer organization is boycotting the 
effort because it says the practice costs 
shoppers less than a dime a week. 


The Council on Wage and Price Stabil- 


ity opens hearings on the practice today. 
The hearings represent to a large de- 
gree the council's ultimate weapon in 
the government's war on inflation. 


Council Director Albert Rees says the 


hearings follow widespread irritation 
among consumers who feel they are 
being gouged by layers of successively 


higher price stickers on groceries and 
other products. 


But the executive director of Con- 


sumers Union, a non-profit product test- 
ing organization, declined an invitation 
to testify. 


The official, Rhoda H. Karpatkin, said 


the issue is simply a sympton, not the 
cause, of inflation, and could cost a fam- 
ily as little as a dime a week. 


If the practice is banned, she said, the 


supermarkets will make it up else- 
where, such as by maintaining smaller 
stocks, and this would increase costs 
much more. 


As far as foods on shelves go, Ms. Kar- 


patkin said, the government should en- 


force drained weight labelling. At 
present, she said, Consumer's Union 
has found that the average one pound 
can contains about 10 ounces of food and 
the rest liquid. 


"Your failure to deal with the serious 


issues may inevitably lead to specula- 
tion over whether these hearings are 
some form of government put-on," she 
wrote to Virginia Knauer, President 
Ford's consumer adviser. Knauer and 
Rees are cochairing the hearings. 


The invitiation to testify was ac- 


cepted, however, by the Consumer Fed- 
eration of American and the National

a. m. 


No reason was given for the delay, but 


Palestinians who had come to New York 
earlier in the week had said they ex- 
pected their leader to speak at noon- 
time. 


Just before the scheduled opening of 


the U.N. General Assembly session, a 
woman with the Palestinian group told a 
reporter that 200 copies of an English 
translation of Arafat's prepared ad- 
dress had been "stolen." She did not 
elaborate. 


There were several police and Coast 


Guard launches in the East River imme- 
diately behind the 39-story glass, steel 
and stone building. 


The 16-acre U.N. complex was closed 


to the public. Outsiders could enter only 
with special passes from a temporary 
outpost across the street. 


New York police canceled all days off 


and redistributed its manpower to con- 
centrate on the midtown Manhattan 
area, where 16 PLO members were 
staying in the Waldorf Towers section of 
the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. 


Police used bomb-sniffing German 


shepherds to comb through the garage, 
elevators and five floors where 15 suites 
were reserved for the PLO delegation, 
but found nothing. The suites range in 
price from $150-$450 a day. 


Outside, some 1,000 police kept dem- 


onstrators away from the hotel. Police 
sharpshooters were perched in nearby 
skycrapers and a police helicotper shut- 
tled from the hotel to the U.N. head- 
quarters, keeping an eye out for demon- 
strations. 


The PLO delegation went to U.N. 


headquarters in three limousines. They 
were accompanied by two Secret Serv- 
ice cars with agents armed with subma- 
chine guns and shotguns. 


During a news conference at U.N. 


headquarters, PLO spokesman Shafig 
el-Hout said the PLO was at the United 
Nations for its first "major diplomatic 
undertaking for the Palestinians' legiti- 
mate rights." 


He said he wanted to meet reporters 


"so that our constructive, sustained and 
purposive dialogue will not be side- 
tracked by marginal noise and hys- 
terical harassment from any quarter." 


He evidently was referring to Russell 


Kelner, a member of the militant Jew- 
ish Defense League, who was arrested 
Tuesday after threatening to assassi- 


nate Arafat, and was ordered held in 
lieu of $100,000 bail for a hearing Nov. 
22. 


Police at Kennedy Airport said Arafat 


was accompanied to the United Nations 
by his top lieutenant, Farouk Khad- 
doumi. 


Khaddoumi went to the airport in a 20- 


car motorcade accompanied by eight 
shotgun-toting police marksmen in bul- 
letproof vests. A police helicopter flew 
overhead. 


Authorities said Arafat arrived at the 


United Nations at 6:56 a.m., about 40 
minutes after his plane louche ' down on 
a rain-slicked runway at Kennedy. 


By the time the aircraft taxied to a 


halt, heavily armed FBI agents, police 


Yasir Arafat 


and Port Authority officers had sur- 
rounded it. 


Reporters, gathered in a small knot, 


were the only other persons on the run- 
way when Arafat arrived. 


Port Authority police said two other 


persons arrived with Arafat on the Pan- 
Algeria Boeing 707 that left Algiers ear- 
lier today. The identities of the two were 
not disclosed. 


Only once before — when Pope Paul 


VI visited in 1965 — has the General As- 
sembly invited someone not represent- 
ing a member country to speak before 
it. 


It was also the first time the assembly 


had debated the "question of Palestine" 
instead of the problem of the Palesti- 
nian refugees driven from their homes 
by the creation of Israel in 1948. 


Arafat was expected to demand na- 


tionhood for the Palestinians on the Is- 
raeli-occupied west bank of the Jordan 
River and the Gaza Strip, and to invite 
the Israelis to join the Palestinians 
some day in a secular state uniting Mos- 
lems, Jews and Christians. 


PLO sources said they expected Ara- 


fat to stay in New York only a day but 
that he might attend an Egyptian recep- 
tion at U.N. headquarters tonight in 
honor of the PLO delegation. 


Hearings reopen 
on Rockefeller 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Nelson A. 


Rockefeller testified today that he asked 
his brother Laurance to help find invest- 
ors to finance a book critical of former 
Supreme Court Justice Arthur J. Gold- 
berg, his 1970 opponent for New YTk 
governor. 


The vice presidential nominee's te :i- 


mony portrayed him as more central to 
the publication of the book than he has 
so far acknowledged. He said any dis- 
crepancies are due to a "sketchy" 
memory rather than any attempt to 
cover up the facts. 


Testifying before live television cam- 


eras in the Senate Caucus Room, Rocke- 
feller told Rules Committee members 
that a controversial series of loans and 
gifts by him to close aides and public of- 
ficials posed no conflict of interest and 
were not intended to corrupt those who 
accepted them. 


In a counterattack aimed at critics of 


those transactions, Rockefeller said his 
family's great fortune does not blind 
him to the need for morality in public 
service. 


The loans and gifts sprang from a per- 


sonal sense of "sharing," Rockefeller 
said, and added: "I do not believe the 
day has yet come ...where the decencies 
of human relationships disqualify one 
for public office." 


Some Rockefeller critics have sug- 


gested that at least some of the gifts and 
loans may have violated New York state 
law. Chairman Howard W. Cannon of 
the Rules Committee said the "nagging 
question" lingers as to whether they 
placed those who received them into 
"psychological servitude" to Rockefel- 
ler — whether or not that was intended. 


"There is a sign on the political wall 


that reads, 'No tipping allowed,"' Can- 
non said. 


It is illegal in New York to give public 


officials gifts valued at more than $25 
with the purpose of influencing or re- 
warding official conduct. But Rockefel- 
ler said he had no such intent. 


Rockefeller's gifts also led House Ma- 


jority Leader Thomas P. O'Neill to ex- 
press "very grave doubts" about Rocke- 
feller's nomination, though he said he 
has not decided how to vote. 


"I'm not even sure it (the nomination) 


will be reported out of committee," 
O'Neill said in an interview with the 
Boston Globe. 


Referring to Rockefeller's statement 


that he made gifts to officials in other 
states to lure them to work in his New 
York state administration, O'Neill 
asked: "Do governors of wealth buy up 
competent people? How do you justify 
that, the prospect of people in public 
life, to induce them to leave one place to 
come to your own state? I think that's a 
serious matter, and I want to know why 
he gave these huge sums of money to all 
of those people."

Rockefeller later accepted "full re- - 


sponsibility" for the book, apologized to 
Goldberg for its allegedly derogatory 
content, and said Laurance Rockefeller 
had underwritten it for $60,000 as a busi- 
ness investment. 


Rockefeller also disclosed that in the 


years 1957-1974 he gave a total of S3.26 
million to Republican campaigns, in- 
cluding $1 million to his own fruitless 
attempts to win the GOP presidential 
nomination. 


The political gifts included $62,025 to 


former President Richard M. Nixon's 
1972 campaign and $200,000 to the 1968 
campaign for the nomination of George 
M. Romney. 


Rockefeller said that over the last 17 


years his brothers John, Laurance and 
David, and his sister Abby gave a total 
of $2.85 million in support of his four 
state and three national campaigns. 


He said his stepmother, the late Mar- 


tha Baird Rockefeller, gave him an av- 
erage of $1.5 million for each of the 
seven campaigns. 


In his opening statement, Chairman 


Cannon, noted that Rockefeller at first 
denied any personal involvement in the 
publication of the book, "Arthur J. 
Goldberg, the Old and the New," by Vic- 
tor Laskv. 


Among the spectators as the hearing 


began was Nancy Kissinger, like her 
husband, Henry A. Kissinger, a former 
member of the Rockefeller staff. Rocke- 
feller has said one of the gifts — $50,000 
— went to Kissinger before he became 
secretary of state. 


Second storm in two days battering northwest coast of Alaska 


NOME, Alaska (AP) — Communities 


along the storm-battered northwest 
Alaska coast braced for a second pow- 
erful storm today as flood waters began 
to recede. 


No casualties were reported after Ber- 


ing Sea waves whipped inland by strong 
winds flooded sections of Nome and sur- 
rounding villages in what Gov. William 
A. Egan called a "full scale disaster." 


Nome and some other communities 


along the coast were without adequate 
food, drinking water and power as the 
second storm approached. 


Early today forecasters at the Na- 


tional Weather Service in Anchorage 


were tracking a second storm front that 
appeared destined to follow closely fol- 
low the trail of the first hurricaneforce 
winds. 


"Right now this second storm is near 


Adak Island in the Aleutian chain and 
it's going eastward at a very fast rate," 
said forecaster Dave Evanson. "I think 
it will turn northeastward and go into 
the western part of Alaska and follow 
the same pattern except we expect this 
one will be more to the east and there- 
fore more inland." 


Evanson said the storm center will 


come close to Nome but is likely to be a • 
greater threat to surrounding villages. 
I 


The weather service said flood waters 


in the area were dropping early today 
but portions of Nome which had been 
under five feet of water were still cov- 
ered. 


Some buildings were destroyed. Resi- 


dents battled the floodwaters in high 
winds and freezing temperatures. 


The winds propelled huge waves in- 


land Tuesday. Residents were trying 
frantically to sandbag Nome's electric 
power plant to keep water from the bat- 
teries powering teletype circuits and 
emergency phones — the only link with 
the outside world. 


Emergency shelters were set up in 


schools in this town of 2,500 on the Ber- 
ing Sea. 


"This town is hurt and hurt badly. But 


this town has been hurt before. It has al- 
ways come back and will come back 
again," Mayor Robert Renshaw said 
Tuesday night. 


• KNOM radio in Nome said the east 
end of Nome had been evacuated and 
one road "continues to be struck by 
fierce waves. The east end is a jumble of 
houses knocked one against an other. 


"Nearby barges, which slid off their 


supports, were responsible for the dam- 
age to east end dwellings," the station 


said. Only four houses were left stand- 
ing in that part of town, KNOM said. 


Charter airplanes carrying disaster 


personnel and communications equip- 
ment and technicians from Anchorage 
were foiled in their initial landing at- 
tempts by high winds and a thick coat of 
ice on the runway at Nome. RCA Alaska 
said one plane later managed to land. 


Nome residents hauled water from 


springs and doled it out a can at a time. 
Two main streets were flooded, but a 
third was above the rampaging waters 
and the Civil Defense Office said food 
supplies could last only several days.i

school budget

BRILLION - The City Council Mon- 


day authorized the preparation of a res- 
olution supporting an application for 
park development funds by the joint 
school district for tennis court construc- 
tion. 


The city has been granted a five-year 


period of eligibility to apply for state 
funds, which this year total $17,000 for 
Calumet County for two separate proj- 
ects. However, in the discussion, the 
council said it would not permit its own 
application for funds for developing the 
newly acquired Arndt Park to be jeop- 
ardized by the school's application, and 
considers the park the first priority. 


Proposed 1974 development of the 


park includes grading at $4,000; seed- 
ing, $2,500; construction of two tennis 


courts, $14,000; and developing 12 park- 
ing stalls, S500, for a total of $21,000. 
State aids would contribute 50 per cent 
of the total, leaving $6,000 available to 
the district. 


Another application would be made 


again next year for further development 
of the park. McMahon and Associates, 
city engineers, will be asked for an up- 
date on the status of the park fund appli- 
cation. 


A bid opening had been scheduled for 


a new squad car, but the police and fire 
committee noted that an error had been 
made in the bid advertisement, which 
specified a four-barrel carburetor, and 
recommended that the bids be tabled 
and the car rebid. A tie vote resulted on 
a motion to rebid, and Mayor Clarence 
Wolf cast the deciding vote in favor of 
rebidding. Bids will be opened at 8 p.m.

The council voted to accept a recom- 


mendation from the utility commission 
that six lots in the' R.D. Peters third sub- 
division be accepted by the city in lieu of 
sewer and water assessments against 
the 13-lot subdivision. Approximately 
one-half of the subdivision is in a flood- 
plain. 


The question was raised on how the 


city can assess benefits on an area that 
quite possibly could not be developed.

panding in our special education pro- 
gram under the Cooperative Educatio- 
nal Service Agency (CESA), No. 10, 
according to' Hilda Cavanaugh, edu- 
cational consultant. 


.Cavanaugh gave a brief review of the 


/history of Calumet County's special edu- 
cation program at the special education 
group's regular meeting Tuesday at the 
courthouse. 


She said the program started with two 


units, has grown to eight and is still 
growing. She said state Department of 
Public Instruction (DPI) directives are 
followed and that, as a bonus, the CESA 
board is preparing a program to check 
every child who has been evalauted and 
connected to the program to see what 
progress is being made. 


She nqted that the New Holstein dis- 


trict's high school program has just 
been completed. She said the program 


started in 1970 with 17 children. Of this 
total three had moved away and there 
was one dropout. 


Cavanaugh added that of the 14 stu- 


dents, nine were gainfully employed 
and four are engaged in on-the-job 
training. She believed the high school 
program has proven itself. 


The members agreed with Cav- 


anaugh's statements. She will continue 
her survey into the Brillion district and 
find where the students have gone from 
that special program. 


Ervin W. Stankevitz, who presided 


over the meeting, said he was proud to 
see all the administrators of schools 
present and that the special education 
children had been accepted in the regu- 
lar school routine. 


John Melcher, assistant superinten- 


dent of public instruction—exceptional 
children, touched on the responsibilities 
and duties of the public schools to spe- 


cial education. Melcher said the law is 
not new. He referred to the constitution 
which provides for free education for all 
people, the only difference is that now 
the law has become mandatory. 


"We will see the 5142 board under the 


unified services board and the handi- 
capped childrens' board working closer 
together, picking up where the other left 
off. This is important, we must get to- 
gether and move in good faith to make 
progress. If we do not, only the children 
will suffer, Melcher said. 


He stressed the importance that all

CHILTON - The board of education 


has approved sharing the services of the 
speech therapist with a private school in 
the district under Chapter 307 of the 
Wisconsin statutes. 


Appearing at the regular board meet- 


ing Monday evening were members of 
the board of education from Holy Trinity 
School in Jericho and Rep. Gervase 
Hephner, D-Chilton, author of the bill 
making it permissible to have this serv- 
ice for private school pupils. 


Hephner said he had assumed the 


board was providing this service. School 
Supt. A.W. Gordon replied that no for- 
mal request had been made by any of 
the private schools. There was no provi- 
sion in this year's budget for additional 
staff and the speech therapist's time is 
utilized fully with present students, he 
added. The speech therapist does most 
of her work at the first grade room ren- 
ted by the school district at the Consoli- 
dated School. 


Robert Garfield, elementary princi- 


pal, said the therapist now comes two 
half days, and suggested that an addi- 
tional half day perhaps could be pro- 
vided through the Cooperative Edu- 
cational Service Agency No. 10. The 
therapist would go to the Jericho school, 
rather than transporting the pupils. 


There are now 78 children in the pro- 


gram, 49 of whom come under the Chap- 
ter 89 provision, Garfield explained. All 
children suspected of having a speech 
defect must be screened by the multi- 
disciplinary team. 


Garfield said schools in the district 


wishing the services of the speech thera- 
pist must make a request to the board of 
education, and the Jericho school offi- 
cials then did so. 


Tom Stockton of the Department of 


Public Instruction was present to dis- 
cuss education of the handicapped un- 
der the provisions of Chapter 89. After 
much discussion it was made clear that 
no matter what type of handicap a child 
has, he or she must be evaluated by the 
multidisciplinary team for special edu- 
cation needs, whether it be in trans- 
portation, supplies or physical help. 


No bids were received in the district- 


owned McHale home on S. Madison 
Street. Bids will be held open for one 
more month. 


Tabled for more information was the 


request of Mr. and Mrs. Darrel Loose, 
route 4, Chilton, to have their two chil- 
dren picked up by the bus.

tor, said he would like to have the dis- 
trict administrators sit down and decide 
if there are other programs needed 
which could be funded, noting that the 
county board would have to decide if it 
would match this funding for such pro- 
grams in the county. It was suggested 
that Voores meet with the county fi- 
nance committee and then make a deci- 
sion.

Coal on hand, foundry sees little strike effect 


WAUPACA - The coal miner's strike, 


predicted to last three weeks, will not 
immediately affect the production 
schedule of the Waupaca Foundry, if 
there are no unforeseen complications, 
according to Irving Petersen, assistant 
to the president. 


"We are safe for 30 days, Petersen 


said. "We have an adequate supply on 
the ground for that period and antici- 
pate that our domestic producers will 


t 


continue to ship on schedule. At this 
point, we have been told that these 
schedules will hold." 


He added that his firm has done ev- 


erything possible to protect itself. With 
normal production, the foundry uses 750 
tons of coke per week as the melting 
agent in its cupolas during a 16-hour 
daily operation. 


The'firm receives 65 per cent of its 


supply from domestic sources — Cop- 


pers Coke of St. Paul, Minn., and Mil- 
waukee Solvay, Milwaukee. Most of the 
supply of Coppers Coke for the winter is 
stockpiled at Duluth before the close of 
the navigation season on Lake Superior. 


The Waupaca Foundry imports 35 per 
pent of its coke from Germany and Eng- 
land. The English source was stopped in 
mid-October and the foundry now is 
relying on its shipments from Germany. 


"One threat to our supply of coke 


might be a government order that our 
domestic producers turn over their 
stockpiles to the utilities," Petersen 
said. "Also, there is no way we can pred- 
ict what an extended power shortage, 
brought about by a short supply of coke, 
could have on our customers. There 
might be cutbacks in the automotive 
and yard and garden machinery indus- 
try. This could have serious, far-reach- 
ing effects on our sales."

WAUPACA — The board of education 


Tuesday approved a school district 
budget of $2,670,742, calling for a tax 
rate of $14.71 per $1,000 of equalized 
valuation. 


The certified 1974 equalized valuation 


of $110,512,800 for the district repre- 
sents an increase of 15 per cent over last 
year's full value of $95,830,000. 


Estimated state aids will be $872,188 


and other anticipated revenues $172,461. 
The budget requires a property tax levy 
of $1,626,093, which is 31 per cent higher 
than the previous year. 


With equalized valuation up 15 per 


cent and a budget increase of 19 per 
cent, the 10 municipalities which com- 
prise the school district will have to 
raise $388,971 more in taxes for the 1974- 
75 school budget. 


This year the City of Waupaca's school 


levy is increased $127,429. Other in- 


creases are: Town of Belmont, $4,413; 
Town of Lanark, $7,503; Town of Day- 
ton, 
$67,699; Town of Farmington, 


$96,118; Town of Lind, $20,701; Town of 
St. Lawrence, $3,601; Town of Scandi- 
navia, $5,678; Town of Waupaca, 
$51,026; and the Town of Saxeville, $722. 


Municipal clerks will receive their 


certified school district levies from 
Clerk Randall Bremre;er by Thursday. 


Supt. Len Brittelli explained to the 


board of education that sincf August, 
when the proposed budget was first 
presented, there have been contradic- 
tions and speculation about the figures. 


"When the final certification came, 


we found it necessary to increase our es- 
timated tax rate $1.80 per $1,000 of 
equalized valuation," he said. 


The budget has been altered by an in- 


crease of only $6,200 since it was 
presented on Aug. 23. There was an in- 
crease in instruction of $7,882 and a re- 
duction in capital outlay of $1,682. 


Funds are restored 
for social services

Differences in philosophy on how to 


handle budgeting for new personnel 
sparked most of the budget debate 
Tuesday in which the Outagamie County 
Board restored all of the money to the 
social services budget that had been 
recommended cut by County Executive 
Alvin Woehler. 


Efforts by the board of social services 


and health committee to get approval 
for three additional social workers in 
the juvenile services area and for two 
additional people in the county nurse's 
office were blocked at least temporarily 
by a decision to await a report later in 
the week from a consulting firm making 
a job study for the county. 


In budget actions, the board: 
• Approved full funding for the Big 


Brothers program for 1975; 


• Approved a social services depart- 


ment budget as recommended by the fi- 
nance committee; 


• Approved budgets for law enforce- 


ment and courts basically as recom- 
mended by the exeuctive and finance 
committee, and 


• On Monday night approved an air- 


port operations budget unchanged from 
executive and finance committee recom- 
mendations. 


The board also went on record sup- 


porting the board of social services in its 
contract stand with the state. The state- 
proposed contract for the county to ad- 
minister social services programs is 
about $52,000 less than what James 
Stampp, department director, said is 
needed. 


The three social workers requested 


would handle juvenile deliquency cases 
assigned by juvenile court. Stampp told 
the board that the caseload has nearly 
doubled since the first of the year. There 
was a caseload of about 100 at the start 
of the year and four social workers in 
that unit. Stampp said 25 cases per 
worker is considered normal. The 
present caseload is 169, according to 
Supv. Herman Ripp, social services 
board chairman. 


Stampp said a recent survey revealed 


that only five of the juvenile cases came 
from welfare families and that 20 per 
cent came from business and profes- 
sional families. 


Under an unwritten board policy, all 


personnel requests are handled at the 
time the department budget is passed 
on by the board. But Supv. Sylvester 
Lenz, chairman of the personnel com- 
mittee, asked that consideration be de- 
layed until Thursday afternoon when a 
report would be available from Dickson 
and Associates, Neenah, that would in- 
clude a recommendation on the posi- 
tions. 


Supv. John Kellogg, a member of the 


social services board, sought to have a 
set amount of money included in the 
budget to cover the positions, contend- 
ing that putting off action until the end 
of the week would simply result in bury- 
ing the issue. "What better time is there- 
to discuss the need than now?" he 
asked. Supv. Ted LaPin agreed. "I favor 
handling budget items as they come 
up," he said. 


Supv. Gene Retzlaff contended that 


the positions should be created before 
they are funded, which prompted Supv. 
Daniel Verstegen, another member of 
the social services board, to comment 
that it appeared they were "involved in 
the Outagamie shuffle again."

The or- 
ganization will conduct a "head count" 
of congressmen Wednesday to deter- 
mine more accurately where members 
stand on the information act veto, the 
spokesman said. 


The War Powers Act was an effort by 


Congress to reinforce its power to re- 
voke a president's decision to send 
troops into a foreign country. The Free- 
dom of Information Act amendments, 
which were sent to President Ford on 
Oct. 7, would attempt to loosen the grip 
of the executive branch upon various 
types of government documents. 


Ford declared in his veto message 


Oct. 17 that he believes the bill would 
cut too deeply into executive branch au- 
thority to keep military and diplomatic 
secrets, would weaken confidentiality of 
FBI and other investigative law enforce- 
ment materials and would allow too 
little time for agencies to respond to in- 
formation requests and appeals. 


Common Cause argues that the bill 


"plugs loopholes in the law that govern- 
ment bureaucrats have used to withhold 
public information from reporters and 
others who have a legitimate interest in 
obtaining it." 


Steiger and Froehlich are two of four

from the holding tank. However, some 
problems could arise with the onset of a 
rainy season or winter. 


The department would like to train a 


part-time employe for the testing and 
other duties so that in the event of sick- 
ness or vacations a qualified person is 
able to take over. 


The city will need a new treatment 


plant in a year or two but so far has been 
unable to obtain funds for the project, it 
was noted.

Energy plan presented 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 


Energy Administration has sent Presi- 
dent Ford a long menu of policy choices 
for reducing U.S. dependence on foreign 
oil, but the featured listings are conser- 
vation measures like extra gasoline 
taxes and restrictions on downtown 
parking. 


The 780-page "Project Independence" 


report published Tuesday by the FEA 
had been ordered by former President 
Richard M. Nixon who said it should be 
a "blueprint" for the United States to 
achieve independence from imported oil 
by 1980. 
"However, the study later was down- 
graded to an "option paper" and it con- 
cludes that complete oil independence 
by 1980 is neither possible nor desirable. 


As expected the report drew mixed re- 


views. 


Interior Secretary Rogers C.B. Mor- 


ton said the report "is an excellent be- 
ginning" on a national energy policy. 
Morton forced the ouster of FEA Admin- 
istrator John C. Sawhill, who oversaw 
th?compilation of the study. 


"Sound conservation practices will be 


combined with programs of research 
and development to provide the Ameri- 
can people with a sound energy base 
during the decade ahead," Morton said. 


Thirteen citizen groups called it a 


"positive — though faltering — first 
step," while the National Coal Associ- 
ation termed it a "flawed document" 
that gives short shrift to coal. 


The study's suggestions on extra 


gasoline taxes and downtown parking 
restrictions theoretically would reduce 
gasoline consumption and make mass 
transit more attractive. 


President Ford earlier this year re- 


jected higher gasoline taxes, although 
some members of his administration 
support such a move. 


Reduced energy demand was one of 


three main strategies for lessening oil 
imports by 1985, the others being an ac- 
celeration of domestic fuel-production 
and creation of oil stockpiles for protec- 
tion against international blackmail by 
oil exporting countries. 


The report offered no recommenda- 


tions, leaving that up to Morton as 
chairman of the President's cabinet- 
level Energy Resources Council. 


In characterizing the report, Sawhill 


emphasized the conservation aspects of 
the study's work. 


"The reality we have found is a strong 


and definite need for energy conserva- 
tion, particularly over the next few 
years as we work to develop new energy 
supplies," he said. \ 


Other fuel-saving, possibilities in- 


cluded in the report were: 


—A mandatory standard for 20-miles- 


per-gallon automobile performance. 


—A 25 per cent tax credit for insulat- 


ing existing homes. 


—Heating and coolirig 
standards, 


lighting standards, and: a 15 per cent 
energy-improvement investment credit 
for commercial buildings. 


—Efficiency standards 
for appli- 


ances. 


—Industrial conservation, supported 


by research programs.' v 


—Projects to demonstrate and 'pro- 


mote energy conservatiort standards for 
power plants. 


The report said energy conservation 


could quickly reduce dependence on oil 
imports and the dollar-drain; ease infla- 
tion; stretch domestic oil and gas sup- 
plies; and make other policy decisions 
more reliable. 
- 


It said accelerated fuel production, 


mainly by oil and gas drilling in new off- 
shore areas and the Naval Petroleum 
Reserves, would create environmental 
problems, and massive regional devel- 
opment; and it is "a'-gamble on as yet 
unproved reserves of oil and gas," 
which might' be limited by shortages of 
materials and equipment, the report 
warned.

It said standby storage of huge 


amounts of oil could protect the nation 
against a sudden interruption of im- 
ports, like last winter's Arab oil em- 
bargo. 
. 


But it said storage preparations would 


take a few years, providing no protec- 
tion during that critical period; would 
cost the nation billions of dollars to 
stockpile imported oil at high prices; 
and would risk the loss of more billions 
of dollars if the world oil price later 
dropped.

All the same, the report said elements 


of all three strategies probably would be 
used in a broad energy policy. 


In London, meanwhile, the British 


government announced Tuesday that it 
was tripling the' tax on gasoline to dis- 
courage wasteful use of energy. The tax 


will jump from 8 to 25 per cent, or 
roughly from SI .06 to $1.20 for an Ameri- 
can-sized gallon. 


Morton said there will be public hear- 


ings on national energy policy in De- 
cember, and the Energy Resources 
Council would pick out the main policy 
options for submission to President 
Ford. 


"Our goal," said Morton, "is to sub- 


mit a document to the President by the 
end of the year for his review and for 
possible proposals to Congress." 


The 13 citizen groups, basing their 


comments on an earlier but similar 
draft of the report, criticized it on six 
counts, claiming that: 
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—Its analysis of social and environ- 


mental impacts was inadequate. 


—It lacked a study of the energy in- 


dustry's market structure.

—Its energy conservation suggestions 


did not go far enough. 


—Its,data were unreliable. 
—And it underestimated the potential 


growth of solar, geothermal and other 
new energy sources.
